On the contrary, he 
which (in a Philofophical way) can 
without any fraud & colourable de- 
ceite make it, that it fhall really tinge 
the bafeft metal, whether with gain, 
or without gain, with the colour of 
Gold or Silver (abiding all requifite 
tryals whatfoever) I can juftly aver 
hath the gates of Nature opened to 
him, for the enquiring into furcher 
and higher fecrets,and with the blef- 
fing of God to obtain them.

Fudiciows Reader, 5 
Here is abandance of Knowledg ; 
yet but little Truth known. The 
generality of our Knowledg ts but 
as Cafiles in the Air, or ground- 
e[s fancies. I know but two ways that are 
rdained for the getting of Wifdom, Viz. the 
Sook of God, and of Nature; and thefe alfa, 
nt as they are read with reafon. Many look 
ipon the former as a thing below them, spon 
he latter as a ground of Athei{m, and there- 
fore neglect both, It is my judgment, that as 
to fearch the Scriptures is moft neceffary, fo 
without reafon it i impoffible, Faith without 
Reafon ts but implitit. If I cannot anderftand 
by Reafon how every thing is, yet I will fee 
fome reafon that a thing is fo, before 1 believe 
it to be {ow Iwill ground my believing of the 
Scripture upon reafon, I will improve my Reae 
fon by Philofophy. Hove {ball we convinse gain- 
fayers of the truth of the Scriptures, but by 
principles of Reafon? When God made Man 
efter his own image, How was that , but by 
; making

making him a rational (yeature> Meng 
therefore that lay afide Reafon in the reading} 
of facred Adyfteries , do but un-man them- 
felves, and become further involved ina La- 
byrinth of errours. Hence it is that their Re- 
ligion is degenerated into irrational Notions. 
Now to fay that pure Philo[ophy is true Divi- 
nity will haply be a paradox , yet if any 
one {hould affirm it, he would not be. hetero- 
dox. when Job had been a long time ju- 
fifying himfelf ag aint God, whith I conceive 
was by reafon of his ignorance of God and 
himfelf , God undertakes to convince him of 
bis errour by she principles of Nature, and 
to bring him to the knowledg of both: as 
you may fee at large, Job 38. Can any deny 
that Hermes, Plato, Ariftotle (though pure 
Naturalifis) were not moft deep Divines ? 
Do not all grant that the two firft Chapters of 
Gen. are true Diviaity? I dare alfo affirm 
that they are the moft deep and the trueft 
Philofophy. Yea, they are the ground and 
fam of all Divinity and Philofophy: and if 
rightly under flood will teach thee more know- 
ledg of God, and thy [elf , than all the Books 
in the world befides. Now for the better 
underfianding of them, make ufe of mof pro- 
found Sandivogius, the Author of the firft 
of the enfuing Treatifes, as the bef “i

tlofthem: in that Treatife of his thou fhalt fee 
i| ghe myftery of the Deity and Nature unfolded, 
even to admiration: as to fee what that

moft glorioufly, and inthe Creatures provi- 
dentially. How he is the Life of that uni- 
verfal Spirit which is diffufed thorough the 
‘whole world. what that Spirit of his is that 
moved upon the Waters. What thofe waters 
are which are above the Firmament , and 
which are ander the Eirmament, What that 
Sperm and Seed was whith God put into all 
Creatures, by which they [bouid be multiplied, 
| The true manner of Mans Creation, ana his 
| degenerating into Mortality. The true Na- 
ture of the Garden of Eden, or Paradife. 
Alo the reafon why Gold, whith had a Seed 
put into it, as well as other Creatures, where- 
by it fhould be multiplied, doch no: multiply. 
What the obftruction is, and how it may be 
removed, that fo it may be digefted into the 
higheft purity, and become the true Elixir, or 
Philofophers Stones the poffibitity whereof 
ts fo plainly illuftrated in this Book of Sandi- 
vogius, that let any judicicus man read it 
over without all partiality awd prejudice, but

Sothat if any one fhon 
ask me, What one Book did moft conduce te 
the knowledg of God and the Creature, and 
the Myfleries thereof, I lbould {peak contra-4' 
ry to my Judgment , if I fhould not, next 
to the facred Writ, fay Sandivogius. All 
this I [peak for thy enconragement, that thon 
fhonldft lay afide other frivolous Books , 
and buy this, and read it over, and thon 
wilt (I queftion not) thank me for my adz 
vice.

And as this Book doth in general, fo the 
fecond of thefe Treatifes doth in particular 
Unftrate the poffibility of Nature, and the 
Myfteries thereof, as alfo the nature ana 
manner of the Generation, Growth, Confer- 
vation, Lifes Death, Renewing, Tranfmu- 
tations, Separations , and Signatures of all 
natural things, inthe explication of which 
many rare experiments and excellent Myfle- 
vies are difcovered and found out.

ESS Any wife and very learntd men many 
figs Ages fince, yea ( Hermes ceftifying 
318% che fame) before the Floud, wrote 
many things concerning the ma- 
king the Philofophers Stone 5 and 
have bequeathed fo many writings unto us, thac 
unlefs Nature fhould dayly work chings cre- 
dible to us, fcarce any one would believe it as a 
truth that there were any Nature at all: becaufe 
in former Ages there were not fo many devilers of 
things, neicher did our Anceftors regard any thing 
befides Nature it felf,and the poffibility of Nature. 
Arid although they were contented with the plain 
way alone of Nature, yet they found our chofe 
things which we now imployed about divers things 


could nor with all our wits conceive, Thisis be- 
caufa

caufe Nature and the Generation of things in che 
world is efteemed of us mean and plain. And 
therefore we bend our wits not to things known, 
and familiar, butto fach things, which nor arall, 
or very hardly canbe done. > Wherefore it hap- 

ens chac weare more dexterous in devifing curi- 
ousfubtilties, and fuch which the Philofophers 
chemfelves did never think of, than co attain co 
the true procefs of Nature, and che right meaning 
of Philofophers, And fuch is the difpofition of 
mens Natures, as to negleét thofe things they 
know, and to be always feeking after other things 5 
{uch alfo and much more is that of mens Wits , 
and Fancies, to which their Nature is fubjeted. 
As for examples You fee any Artificer, when 
he hath attained co the higheft perfecton of his 
Art, either fearchech into other Arcs, or abufech 
the fame, which he already kath, cr elfe leaves it 
oft quite. So alfo isgenerous Nature always a- 
tive and doing tois very Iliad (4. e. ) ucmeft pes 
riod, and afterward ceafeth, For there is given 
co Nature from the beginning a certain kind of 
grant, or permiffion {till co arrain co things bet- 
ter and better through her whole progrefs, and ' 


to come to her full reft, cowards which the tends 


wich all her might, and rejoyceth in her end, 


asa Pifmire doth in her.old age, at which time 
‘Nature makesher Wings. Even foour Wits have 


proceeded fo far, efpecially in che Philofophical 
Ait, or Praxis of the Stone, that now we are al- 
moft comero the Iliad ic {elfe For the Art of 
Chymiftry hath now found out fuch fubtilues , 
that {carce greater can be invented and differ as 
much from the Arc of the Ancient Philofophers 
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Ane Light of Alebpiny. 
asa Clock-Smith doth from a plain Black-Smith: 
And although both work upon Iron, yet neither 
underftands the others Labours, alchough both 
are Mafters of cheir Art. If Hermes himfelf, 
che Father of Philofophers, thould now be alive; 
and fubril-wicted Geber, together with moft pro- 
found Raimsindus Lulliws, they would not be ac- 
counted by our Chymifts for Philofophers, but 
rather for Scholars: They would be ignorant of 
thofe fo many Diftillations, fo many Circulati- 
ons, fo many Calcinacions, and fo many other in- 
mumerable Operations of Artifts now adays u- 
fed; which men of this age devifed , and found 
out of their Writings. There is one only ching 
wanting to us, that is, co know that which 
they effeted, viz. the Philofophers Stone, or Phy- 


fical Tin@ture we whilft we feek chac, find out 


other things é and untefs the Procreation of Man 
were fo ufual as it is; and Nature did in that 
thing ftill obferve her own Law, and Rules we 
fhould fcarce noc buterr, But to return to whac 
J intended ; I promifed in this firft Treatife to 
éxplain Nature, left every idle fancy fhould turn 
us afidefrom the true and plain way. Therefore 


‘I fay Nature is but one, true, plain, perfect and 


éntire in its own being , which God made from 
the beginning, placing his {pirit init: but know 
that che Bounds of Nature is God himfelf, who 
alfo is the Original of Nature. For it is certain, 


‘that every thing that is begun, ends no where bus 


in that in which jc begins. I fayit is chat only 
alone, by which God works all things: noc that 
God.cantiot work without it (for cruly ke him- 


delf miade Nature and is omnipotent ) but fo ic 
sity e - B 3

pleafech him to do. All things proceed from this 
very Nature alone; neither is there any thing in 
the world without Nature’ And although it 
happens fomecimes chat there be Abortives 3 this 
isnot Natures fault, butof the Arcif{t, or place. 
This Nature is divided into four places , in 
which ihe works al! thefe things which appear. 
to us under fhadows; for truly things may -be 
faid rather to be fhadowed cutto us , than really 
to appear. She is changed in Male and Female, 
and is likened to CMercary, becaule fhe joyns her 
felfto various places; and according to the good= 
nels or the badnefs of the place the brings forth 
things; although co us there feem no bad places 
ac all in the Earth. Now for Qualities there be 
only four, and thefe are in all things, but agree 
not;for one alway exceeds another. Moreover, Na- 
cure isnot vifible, although the acts vifibly ; for 
it isa Volatile Spirit, which executes its Office 
in Bodies, and is placed, and feared in the Will 
and Mind of God. Nature in this place ferves 
us for no other purpofe, but co underftand her 
Places, which are more futable; and of nearer af- | 
finity co her ; that is, to underftand how to joyn 
onething co another, according to Nature, thae 
wemix not Wood and Man together, of an Ox 
or any other living Creature and Metals toge- 
ther: but lec every thing act upon its own 
like : and then for certain Nature: thall per- 
form her Office. The Place of Nature is no 
other than, as J {aid before, whatis in the Wall 
- of God. 
The Searchers of Nature oughe to be {uch as 
Nature her felf ss,true,plain,patient,conftant, oe.

and that which is chiefeft of all, religious, fearing 
God , not injurious to their Neighbour. Then 
ler them diligently confider , whether their pur- 
pofe be agreeableto Nature ; whether ic be pof- 
ble, ler them learn by clear examples, viz. Oar 
of what things any thing may be made, how, 
and in what Veffel Nature works, For if thou 
wilt do any thing plainly, as Nature her felf doch 
do it, follow Nature; but if thou wilt atcempe 
to do a‘thing better than Nature hath done 
it, confider wellin whac, and by what ic is bet- 
tered, and let icalways be done in irs own like. 
‘As-for example , if thou defireft to exalt a Me- 
tal in Vertue ( which is our intention ) further 
than Nature hath done; thou muft take a Me- 
talline Nature both in Maleand Female, or elfe 
thou fhale efte& nothing. For if thou doft pur- 
pofe ro make a Metal our of Herbs, thou thale 
labour in vain, asalfo chou fhalt not bring forth 
Wood out of a Dog, or any other Beaft,

Of the Operation of Nature in our intention, 
and in Sperme. 


Said even now thar Nature was trae, but 
one, every where feen, conftant, and 1s known 

by the things which are brought forth, as Woods, 
Herbs, and the like. I faid alfo thar the Searcher 
of Nature muft be true, fimple hearted, patient, 
conftant, giving his mind bat to one thing alone, 
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ec. Now we muft begin co treat of the acting 
of Nature. As Nature is in the Will of God, 
and God created her, or put her upon every 
imagination ; fo Nature made her felf a Seed, 
(i.e.) her Will, and Pleafure in the Elements. 
fhe indeed is but one, and yet brings forth divers 
things; but workes nothing without a Sperm : - 
Nature works whatfoever the Sperme pleafeth , 
for itis asit were an Inftrument of fome Artifi- 
cer. The Sperm therefore of every thing is bet- 
ter; and more advantagious tothe Artificer, than 
Nature her felfe, For by Nature without Seed , 
you fhall doas much as a Gold{mith fhall with- 
out Fire, Gold, or Silver, or a Husbandman with- 
ont Corn or Seed. If thou haft the Sperm, Na- 
ture is prefently at hand , whether ic be to bad 
orgood, She works in Sperm, asGod dothin 
the free will of man: and chat is a great myftery, 
becaufe Nature obeys the Sperm, not by compul- 
fion, but voluntarily, even as God fuffers all things 
_ which man wills, not by conftraint, but out of his 
; own free pleafure: Therefore he gave Man free 
: will whether to bad or to good. The Sperm there- 
fore is the Elixir of every thing, or Quinteffence ,. 
orthe moft perfect DecoGtion or Digeftion of a 
thirg or the Balfom of Sulphur, which is the 
fame as the Radical Moifture in Mecals. There 
might truly be made a large Difcourfe of this 
Sperm ; but we fhall only keep to chat which 
makes for our purpofe inthe Chymical Art. Four 
Elements beget a Sperm through che Will and 
Pleafure of God, and imagination of Nature : 
for as the Sperm of Man hath ies Center or Veflel 
of ns Seed in the Kidnies; {o the four Elements by 
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their never ceafing motion (every one according to 


its quality) cafts forth a Sperm into the Center of 
the Earth , where ic is digefted, and by motion 
fenc abroad. Now che Center of the Earth is a 
certain empty place where nothing can reft.. The 
four Elements fend forth their Qualities into ex- 
central parts ofthe Earth, or-inco che circumfe~ 
rence af the Center, As a Man fends forth his 


Seed into the encrance of the Wombof the Wo-. 
man, in which place nothing of che Seed remains, 


but after the Womb hath received a due proporti- 


on, cafts our the reft: fo alfo it comes to pafs in’ 


the Center of the Earth, thar che magnetick Vir- 
tue of the parce of any place draws toie felf any 


thing that is convenient for its felf, for che bringing. 


forth of any thing; the refidue is caft forth into 
ftones, and other excrements. For all things have 


their original from this Fountain, neither hath’ 


any thing in the world any beginuing but by this 
Fountain, As for example; lec there be fer a 
veflel of Water upon a {mooth even Table, and 
be placed in the middle thereof, and round aboue 
it ler chere be laid divers things, and divers Co- 
lours, alfo Sale, and every one apart: then ler the 
Water be poured forth into the middle; and you 


 fhall fee that Water to run abroad here and there, 


and when one ftream is come to the red Colour , 
ait ismade red by it, if to the Salt, it takes from 
ie the Taft of the Salc, and foof the reft. For 
the Water doth nor change the place, but the di- 
verfity of che placechangeth the Water. In like 
manner the Seed or Sperm being by the four E- 
lements caft forth from the center into the circum- 
ference, paffech through divers places, and accor- 
min ~ B 4 ding 
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ding to the nature of the placé it makes things : 
If ic comes toa pure place of ‘Earth and Water, a 
pure thing is made. TheSeed and Sperm of all 
things is but one, and yet it produceth divers 
things, as is evident by the following example. 
The Seed of a Man isa noble Seed , and was creas 
ced and ordained for the Generation of Man only; 
yet neverthelefs if aman do abule it, as is in his 
free will co do, there is born an Abortive. For 1f 
a Man contrary to Gods moft exprefs Command 
fhould couple witha Cow, or any other Beaft , 
the Beaft would prefently conceive the Seed of the 
Man, becaufe Nature isbut one ; and then there 
would not be born a Man, but a Beaft, and an A- 
bortive ; becaufe the Seed did not find a place fue 
eable co it elf. By fuch an inhumane and dete- 
ftable Copulation of Men with Beafts there 
would be brought forth divers Beafts like unta 
Men for foie is, if the Sperm goes into the Cen- 


- ter there is made that which fhould be made 


there; but when it is come into any other place, 
and hath conceived, it changeth its form no more. 
Now whilft che Sperm is yetin the Center, there 
may aseafily be brought fortha Tree, asa Metal 
from che Sperm, and as foonan Herb asa Stone, 
and one more pretious than another, according 
tothe purity of the place: Bur how the Elements 
beget a Sperm is in che next place to be treated of, 
and it is done thuss The Elements are four: twa 
are heavy and two are light, two dry and cwo 
moift, but one which is moftdry and another; 
which is moft moift are Males and Females, @c. 
Every one of thefe of ic felf is moft apt co produce 
chings moft like unto it felf im its own {phere ; 
yn and 
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and fo it pleafed God it fhould be: Thefe four 
never are at reft, but are always acting one upon 
another ; and every one by it {elf fendeth forth his 
own thinnefs, and fubtiley, and they all meet in 
the Center: now in che Center is che Archeus, 
the fervant of Nature, which mixech thofe Sperms, 
and fendsthem forth. And how that is done ts 


to be feen more fully in the Epilogue of the twelve 
Treatifes. 


The third Creatife. 
Of the true firft Matter of Metals. 


THe firt Matter of Metals is twofold, but 
the one cannot make a Metal without the o- 
ther. The firft and principal isthe humidity of 
the Air mixed with heat; and this che Philofo- 
phers called Mercury , which is governed by 
the Beams of the Sun and Moon in the Philofo- 
phical Sea, the fecond is che dry heat of the Earth , 
which they called Sulphur. Buc becaufe all crue 
Philofophers chiefly concealed this, we willa lit- 
tle more clearly explain it; efpecially che weight 
or poife , which being unknown, all chings are 
{poiled. Thence ic is, chat many bring forth an 
Abortive out of thac which is goods for there be 
fome that cake the whole Body for the Matter, or 
Seed, or Sperm; and fome. that take a piece, and 
all chefe go befide the right way. As for exam- 
ples if any one fhould take the Foot of a Man, 
and the Hand of a Woman, and would by e: 
T thefe 
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thefe two together make a Man, it were not pofi- 
ble tobe done. Forthere is in every Body a Cen- 
ter, and a place or the point of the Seed or Sperm, 
and is always the 82o0orh. part, yeaeven in every 
Wheat Corn; and chiscannot be otherwife. For 
not the whole Corn or Body is turned into Seed, 
but only a {park, or fome certain {mall neceffary 
partin the Body, which is preferved by its Body 
from all exceffive heat and cold. IF thou haft ears, 
or any fenfe, mark well what is here faid, and thou 
fhalt be fafe, and our of the number not only of 
thofe who are ignorant of the.plice of the Sperm, 
and endeavour to convert the. whole Corn into 
Seed ; but alfo of them all, who are employed in 
the fruitlefs Diffolation of Metals, and are deh- 
rous to diffolve the whole of Metals, that after- 
wards by their mutual Commixtion they make a 
new Meral. But thefe men, if they confidered the 
procefs of Nature, fhould fee chat the cafe is far 
otherwife ; for there is no Metal fo pure, which 
hath noc its impurities, yet one more or fewer than 
another. Bnet thou, Friendly Reader, fhalt ob. 
{erve the firft point of Nature , as is abovefaid, 
and thou haft enough: bur cake this caution a- 
long with thee; that thou doft not feek for this 
Point in the Metals of the vulgar, in which it is 
not. For thefe Metals, e{pecially the Gold of the 
vulgar, are dead, but oursare living, fall of {piric, 
and thefe wholly muft becaken: for know, that 
the Life of Merals is Fire whilft they are yet ia 
their Mines and their Death isthe Fire, viz. of 
Melting. Now the firt Matter of Mecals is a 
certain Humidity mixed with warm Air, and it 
refembles fac Water, {ticking to every thing pure 
a e cr 
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or impure, bue in one place more abundantly 
than in another, by che reafon the Earth is more 
open and porous in one place than in another, 
having alfo an attractive Power. Ic comes forth 
into the light formecimes by it felf, with fome kind 
of Covering, efpecially in fuch places where there 
was nothing that it could well ftick to; it is 
known thus, becaufe every thing is compounded 
of three Principles; but in reference co che Matter 
of Metals is but one, without any conjunction to 
any thing , excepting to its Covering or Shadow, 
viz. Sulphur, cc.

How Metals are generated in the Boweis 
i of the Earth. 


Erals are brought forth in this manner. 
LV $ After che four Elements have fent forth 
their Virtues into the Center of the Earth, the 
Archeus by way of Diftillation fends them up un- 
to the Superficies of the Farth, by vertue of the 
-heat of its perpetual motion: for the Earth is po- 
rous, and this Wind by diftilling through the 
Pores of the Earth, is refolved into Water, out of 
which all things are made. Therefore tet the Sons 
of Wifdom know, that the Sperm of Metals doth 
not differ from the Sperm af all chings, viz. the 
moift Vapour: therefore in vain do Artifts look 
after che reducing of Metalsinto their firt Matter, 
whichis only a Vapour. The Philofophers meant 
not fach a firft Mater, but only che fecond Mat- 
ter, as Bernardus Trevifanus \carnedly difcuffech 
nit i: 3 it, 
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it though not fo clearly, becaufe he (peaks of the f 
four Elements, but yet he did fay as much, bur f 
he {pake only to the Sons of Arc. But I, chac f 
I might the more clearly open the Theory, would 
have all be admonifhed here tò take heed how 
they give way to fo many Solutions, fo many Cir» 
culations, fo many Calcinations, and Reiterations 
of the fame; for in vain is that fought for ina 
hard thing, when as the ching is {oft of irfelf , 
and every where tobe had. Ler noc the firft, 
but the fecond Matter only be fought after, wiz. 
that which as foon as itis conceived, cannot be 
changed into another form. But if thou inqui- 
reft how a Metal may be reduced into fuch a 
Matter, inchat I keepclofe tothe intention of the 
Philofophers : This thing only above all the reft 
Idefire , chat the Sons of Art would underftand 
the Senfe and not the Letter of Writings, and 
where Nature doth end, viz. in Metallick Bodies, 
which in our eyes feem to be perfect, there muft 
Art begin. But co retutn to my purpofe, (for 
my intention is not here to {peak of che Scone on- 
ly) let us now treat of che Matter of Metals, A 
little before I faid, thar all things were made of- 
the liquid Air, orthe Vapour, which the Elements 
by a perpetual motion diftil into the Bowels of 
the Earths and then the Archeus of Nature takes 
and fublimes it through the Pores, and according 
to its difcretion diftributes it to every place (as we 
have declared in the foregoing Treacifes ) {o frora 
the variety of places proceeds the variety of things. 
There be fome that fuppofe Satarn to have 
one kind of Sced, and Gold another, and fo 
all che reft of the Metals. Buc chefe are foolifh 
| fancies 3 
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fancies; there is buc one only Seed , the fame 
is found in Saturn which is in Gold, the fame 
in Silver which is in Iron; but the Place of the 
Earth is divers, if thou underftandeft me a- 
right, although in Silver Nature fooner hath 
done its work than in Gold, and fo of the 
reft. For when that Vapour is fublimed from 
the Center of che Earth , it paffeth through places 
either cold or hoc: If therefore it paffeth through 
places thar are hor and pure, where the far 
nefs of Sulphur fticks to the Walls; I fay, 
that Vapour which the Philofophers have cał- 
led the Mercury of Philofophers applies ic felf 
to, and is joyned to that Fatnefs which then 
je fublimes wich it felf; and then becomes an 
LUin&tuofity , and leaving the name of a Vapour, 
is called by che name of Fatnefss which after- 
ward coming by Sublimation unto other places 
which the foregoing Vapour hath cleanfed , 
where the Earth is fubtil, pure and moift, 
fills the Pores thereof , and ts joyned to it, and 
fo it is made Gold; but if that Fatnefs come 
to impure and cold places, it is made Lead; 
but if the Earth be cold and pure , and mixed 
with Sulphur, it is made Copper, @&e. For 
by how much morea place is depurated, or clean- 
fed, by fo much che more excellent ic makes the 
Meals: for we muft know s that that Vapour 
goes out continually from the Center to the Su- 
perficies, and cleanfech thofe places through 
which it paffech. Thence it comes to pafs, chat 
now there may be foand Mines in thofe places 
where a thoufand years ago were none 5 for in its 
 paflage it always fubcilizech that whichis enaa 
an

and impure, carrying it by degrees with it: 
And this is the Reiteration , and Circuition of 
Nature ; it is fo long fublimed in producing 
new things, until che place be very well purifi- 
ed; and by bow much the more ic is purified; 
by fo much the nobler things ic brings forth. 
Now in the Winter when the Air is cold, 
binding faft the Earth, chat un@uous Vapour 
is congealed, which afterward when the Spring 
returns is mixed together with Earthy and Wa- 
ter, and fo becomes a Magnefia , drawing to i 

{elf the Mercury of Air like untoic felf, and 
gives life to all things through the concurrence 
of the Beamsof the Sun, Moonand Stars, and fo _ 
it brings forth Grafs, Flowers,and fuch like things: ` 
For Nature is not one moment of time idle. 
Now Metals are thus made, the Earth by long 
Diftillation is purified , then they are genera- | 
red by the accefs, or coming thither of the Fat- 
nefs: they are brought forth no other way ; as 
is the foolith opinion of fome chat mifincerpree 
the Writings of Philofophers. 
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The ifth Treatife, 
l Of the generation of all kinds of Stones. 


"THe Matter of Stones is the fame as of other 

things; and according to the purity of places 
they are made in this Manner. When the four 
Elements diftill their vapour into the Center of the 
Earth ; and the Archeus of Nature fends forth 
the fame and fublimes it; this whilftic paffech 
through places, and the pores of the Earth, takes 
along with it felf all the impurity of the Earth 
unto thevery Superficies, which afterward the 


Air congeals (for what the pure Air makes, the 


crude Aircongeals, becaufe Air hath ingrefle in- 
ro Air, and they joyn rhemfelves together , for 
Natureis delighted in Nature) and fo are made 
Rocks, and tony Mountains, according to great 
and little Pores. And by how much the greater 
are the Pores of the Earth, by fo much the better 
isthe place purified. Since therefore by fuch a 
breathing Place or Vent, a greater Heat, and a 
greater quantity of Water paffeth, therefore che 
» fooner is che Earth depurated : and fo afterward 
in thofe places Metals are more eafily broughe 
forth. Even {o very experience tcftifies, chat Gold 
cannot begot or found any where butin Moun» 
tains, and feldom or never in plain and level 
Ground ©: for moft commonly fuch places are 
 moift, not with the Vapour, butwith Elementa- 
ty Waser, which diawsco yr felf ther Y apong 
an 
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and fochey embrace one another, asthat they cari 
hardly be feparared; afterwards the Sun of the 
Heavens digefting them, makes that fat Clay which — 
the Potters ufe. Burin places where there is grofs 
Sand , and whither the Vapour doth not bring 
with it that Fatnefs, or Sulphur, it brings forth 
Herbs and Grafs in Meadows. There be other kind 
of Stones, which are called precious Stones,as thé | 
Diamond, Rubies, Emerald, and fuch like Gems 
as thefe, all which are generated after this Manner. 
When the Vapour of Nature is fublimed by ic 
felf, without being joyned to the fatnefs of Sul- 
phur, andcomes to a place of pure fale Water, ` 
thete are made Diamonds; and this is in cold 
places, whither thar Parnefs cannot comne, becaufe 
that Fatnefs would hinder the making of chefe 
Scones. For we muft know, thacthe Spirit of Wa- 
cer is fublimed eafily, and thar with a {mallheac ; 
but Cyl and Fatnefs cannot be carried up but with 
a great heat, and thar alfo into hot places; for 
when it is come from the Center, if it meet with 
any lietle cold, itis congealed, and isat a f{tand, 
but the vapour afcertds co its due places, and in 
pure Water is congealed into Stones by Grains. Bur: 
how Colours are madein Gems 3 we muft know 
that they are made by reafon of the Sulphur inthis 
Manner: if che Fatnefs of the Sulphur be congea- 
Jed, then by that perpetual motion the Spirit of 
the Water pafline through; ic digeftsand purifies 
it by vertue of the Salt, until it becoloured with a 
digefted hear, red or white, which colour tend- 
ing toward a further perfection, iscarryed up by 
that Spirit, becaufe it is {ubtilized and madé chin 
by fo many reiterated diftillationss the Spirit sag 
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ward hath a power to enter into imperfect chingss 
‘and fo bringsin a Colour to them, which after- 
ward is joyried to thac Water, being then in 
- part congealed, and fo fills up the Pores thereof , 
& is fixed with ic with an infeparable fixation, For 
all Water iscorigealed wich Hear, if it be without 
Spirit, and congealed with Cold,if ic hath a Spirits 
but he char knows how to congeal Water with 
Hear, and tò joyn a Spirit with ir, thall certainly 
find outa thing more pretious than Gold, and e- 
very thing elfe. Let him therefore caufe thar che 
Spirit be feparated from the Water, chat it may 
puctrifie, atid be like a Grain. Afterwards che 
Feces being caft away, lec him reduce and bring 
back che Spirit again from the deep into Water, 
and miake chem be joyned together again: for 
that Conjun@ion will generate a Branch of an an- 
like thape co its Parents.

Of the fecond Matter and Putrefattion 
of things. 


W: have [poken of the firt Matter of things, 
and how things are produced by Nature 
without Seed, that is, how Nature receives Matter 
from the Elements, ouc of which fhe makes Seed : 
But now we intend to creat of che Seed ic felf 5 
and things generated of Seed. For every thing 
that hath Seed is multiplyed in ic, but withouc 
the help of Nature it is nor done ¢ for the Seed is 
l £ nothing. 
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nothing ele but the Air congealed in fome Body : 
or it isa moift Vapour; and unlefs this be refol- 
ved by a warm Vapour, it js of no ufe. Let there- 
fore the Searchers of the Arc underftand what 
Seed is, Icft they feek after a thing that is nor: 
and let them know that is hemes. which | 
is brought forth by che four Elements. The firft 
is Mineral, and is thar which we now fpeak 
of; the fecond is Vegetable; rhe third Animal. 
The Mineral Seed is known by Philofophers alone: 
the Vegerable is commen and vulgar, as we may 
feein Fruits: the Animal is known by imagina- 
tion. The Vegetable doth thew, to us, how Na- 
‘cure made ir of the four Elements, For we mult 
know that che Winter ‘s the caufe of Putrefaction, 
feeing it congeals the Vi al Spiritsin Trees; and 
when thofe by the Heat of the Sun Cin which there 
is amagnetick Virtue, attractive of all manner of 
Moifture) are refolved 5 then the Heat of Nature, 
ftirred up by motion, drives or forceth the fubul 
Vapour of the Water to the circumference , and 
this Vapour openétli che ‘Pores of the Tree, and 
makes Drops diftil, always feparacing the pure 
fromthe impure, Yer the pure fometimes goech 
before the impure; the pure ftays, and is congea- 
led into Flowers, the impure goes into Leaves, the 
erofsand thick into the Bark 5 che Bark of |:he 
‘Tree remains faft and firm, the Leaves fall with 
cold or heat, when the Pores thereof are f{topt: 
the Flowers in congealing receive their Colour ac- 
cording to the Heat whereby che Colour 1s made, 
and bring with them Fruit aud Seed (as an Ap- 
‘ple, in which there is Sperm out of which a Tree 
is not brought forth; but in the infide of that 
-a Adaa l Ma shel 4 
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Sperm is Seed or Kernel; our af which even with- 
„ourthe Sperm is brought fortha Tree, for: Mul- 
‘tiplicacion is, nor in che Sperm, bur in'the Seed.) 
So we-fee:with our eyes, thar Nature creates a 
Seed our of the four Elements, left we: fliould 
labour in vaisi about ir ; for what: is created al- 
ready necdinot:a'Creator; « Let this by way of 
example be fuffiditne for che: Advertifemenc of the 
‘Reader; but now I recurn co my purpofe: con- 
cerning the Minerals, Nature creates che Mineral 
Seed, or che Seed: of Metals, inthe ‘bowels of che 
Earth: wherefore it is noe ‘believed that there is 
any fuch Seed in rerum naturá 5: becaule it is in- 
vifible. -But it is no wonder «if ignorant. men 
doube of it, feeing they cdsinot perceive) that 
which is before their eyes, much léefs that which is 
hid from their eyes: burt it is moft cruethac that 
«which is {uperiour is but as that which is inferiour, 
and fo on the contrary. “Allo that whichis 
brought forth above is brought forth of the fame 
Fountain, as that beneath in thé Bowels of the 
Earth. And what prerogative fhould Vegeta- 
bleshave before Metals, that God fhould put a 
Seed into them, and without caule withhold it 
from thefe?) Are not Metals’of.as much efteem 
with God as Trees? Let this be granced for a 
truth , that nothing grows without Seed: for 
where there is no Seed the thing is dead. It 1s 
neceflary therefore that four Elements fhould 
make the Seed of Metals, or bring them’ forth 
without a Seed, if they are produced without 
Seed , chen they cannot be perfect; f{eeing every 
thing withone Seed is imperfect, by the rules of 
Compofition: be which givesino credit to this 
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undoubted cruth is not worthy to featch into the 
fecrétsof Natures for there is nothing made in 
the world that is deftiture of Seed. The Seed 
of Metals is truly aud really put into them: and 
the Generation of it isthus. The four Elements 
in the firft Operation of Nature do by the help 
of the Archeus of Nature diftil into the Center of 


‘the Earth a ponderous or heavy’ Vapour of Wa- 


ter, which is the Seed of Metals, and is called 
Mercury by reafon of ics fluxibility , and its cone 
junction with every thing, not for its Effence’; 
and for its internal Hear itis likened to Sulphur, 
and after Congclation becomes to be the radical 
Moifture. And alchough che Body of - Metals 
be procreated of Mercury (which is to be under- 


ftood of the Mercury: of Philofophers ) yet they 
are not to be hearkened to, that chink the vulgar 


Mercury 1s the Seed of Metals , and fo cake the 
Body inftead of the Seed , not confidering that 
the vulgar Mercury {poken of hath its own Seed 
in ics felf. The errours and miftakes of all chefe 
men will be made apparent by the following 
example. It is manifeft thar men have Seed, in 
which they are multiplyed: che Body of Man is - 
Mercury 3 bute he Seed ts hid in che Body, and in 
comparifon to the Body is buclictle and light: 
he therefore chat will tezet a Man lec him not 
take Mercury, which is che Body, but the Seed, 
which is the congealed Vapour of Water. So in 
the Regeneration of Metals, the vulgar Chymifts 
go prepofteroufly to work; They diflolve Meral- 
lik Bodies, whether it be Mercury, or Gold, or 
Lead , or Silver, and corrode.chem with fharp 
Warers,and other Hetrogeneous things not re- 
quifite 
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quifite to the true Arc, and afterward joyn them 
together again, not knowing that a Man is not 
generated of a Mans Body cut to pieces, becaufe 
by this means the Body is marred , and the Seed: 
beforehand is deftroyed. Everything is multi- 
plied in Malè and Female ,!as I have already 
mentioned inthe Treatife of che twofold Matter: 
The Divifiow of 'che Sexes caufeth or produceth 
nothing , but a due joyning -f them together 
brings forth a new form: the Seeds therefore, or 
Spermes, not Bodies are to be taken. Take there- 
tore a living: Male and a living Female, joyn 
thefe together., chac betwixt them’ there may be 
conceived a Sperm for the! bringing forth of Fruit 
‘after its kind: There is no man living can believe 
that he can make che firft Matters The firt Mat- 
ter of Man is Earth, and no man can of that 
make a Man; only God knows how to do this; 
but of the fecond.Matter, which is already 
made, if ic be pat thio its due place, may eafily 
by the operation of Nacure be generated a thing 
of thar fpecies, or kind, which the Seed was of. 
The Arcift here need do nothing, only to feparate 
the thin from the thick, and to put it into its due 
Veffel. For this is to be confidered, that as a 
thing isbegun foicends: Of one are made two, 
of two one, and then you have done. There is 
one God ; of this one God the Son is begotten :

Andalthough Seed beofic felf more 
‘noble then every creature , yer tye Matrix is the 
life of it, and makes the Sperm, “or Coin to pu- 
crefie, and caufeth a* congealarion of the pure 
point, and alfo by the heat of its body nourifhe h 
is, and makesit grow's: and this is done in allthe 
forefaid Kingdoms of Nature ; andisdone natu- 
rally. by moneths, years, and ages: “ Butthac isa 
witty Art, chaccan fhorten any thing in the Mi- 
neral, and Vegetable Kingdom, but not in che 
Animal : in che Mineral Kingdomric perfects char, 
which Nature could nor, by reafon of the cruce 
Air, which wich ics vehemency filled the Pores of 
every Body; not onely inthe Bowels, bur allo in 
the fuperficies of the Earth, As I havealready faid 
in che foregoing Chapters. Bucthac chis may be 
the more eafily underftood, I willadd hereunto, 
tchac the Elements ftriving amongf{t chemfelves 
fend forth their Seed into che Center of the Earth, 
as into their Reins, butthe Center by help of moe 
tion fends icinto its Matrix.

But co delay no 
longer, I willnow enter upon the Manner, and 
Art how to make the Philofophers Stone: The 
Philofophers Stone or Tincture is-nothing elfe, but 
Gold digefted tothe higheft degree: For vulgar 
Gold is like an Herb without .Seed, when ic is 
ripe it brings forth Seed 5 fo Gold when it is ripe 
yeilds Seed, or Tincture. Buc, will {fome ask, 
Why doth not Gold or any other Metal bring 
forth Seed? the reafon given is this, becaufe it 
cannot be ripe, by reafon of the crudicy of che 
Air, ic hath not fufficient heat, and it ha pete 
> that 
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that in fome places there is found pure Gold,which 
Nature would have perfe&ed, but was hindred 
by the’crude Air. As for example we fee that 
Orenge Trees in Polonia do indeed‘flourifh as o- 
ther Trees in Jtaly, and elfewhere, where their 
natural Soil is, they yeild, and bring forth Fruic, 
becanfe chey have fufficient heat; buc inthefe cold 
places they do otherwife, for when they begin to 
“ripen, they are ara ftand , becaufe they are op- 
prefled with cold’; and‘fo in thefe places we never 
have their Fruit naturally: but ‘igs any time 
Nature be fweecly, and wittily helped, then Art 
‘may perfect that, which Nature could nor, The 
fame happens in Metals: Gold may yeild Fruit, 
and Seed, in which ic multiplyes ic felf by the 
induftry of che skilful Arcificer, who knows 
how co exalt Nature , but if he will actempt to do 
without Nature, he will be miftaken.» For not 
only in this Art, but alfo in every thing elfe, we 
can do nothing but help. Natures and this by no 
other medium chen fire, or heat. Bur feeing this 
cannot bedone, fince inacongealed Metallick bo- 
dy there appears no Spirits; it is neceflary that the 
body beloofed, or diffolved, and the Pores there- 
of opened , whereby Nature may work.

If 
therefore thou wilt give chy mind to make things, 
confider fi: ft things thar are altcady made; if thou 
canft norreach , or underftand things prefented 
co chy eyes, much lefs things that are to be made, 
and which chou defireft to make. For know 
that thou canft create nothing , for chat is pro- 
per co God alone, bur to make things chat are not 
perceived, buc lie hid in the fhadow,to appear, 
and to cake from them their vail, is granted to an 

intelligent Philofopher by God through Nature. fi 
Confider, I befeech thee, che fimple Water of a fi 
Cloud: who would ever believe chae that contains 
init felfall chings in che world, hard Scones, Salts, fi 
Air, Earth, Fire, when as yee of it felf ic feemsto f 
be fimple? What thall 1 fay of the Earth, which 
contains in it Water, Fire, Salts, Air, and of it 
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felf feems to be bur meer Earth? O wonderful 
Nature, which knows how to produce wonder- 
ful fruits out of Waterin the Earth, and from 
the Air to give chem life. All thefe aredoné, 
and the eyes of che vulgar do nor fee them 3 but 
the eyes of the underftanding and imagination 
perceive them, and that wich a true fight. The 
eyes of the wife look upon Nature otherwife than 
the eyes of che commion men. As for example, 
the eyes of the vulgar feethat the Sun ishors bue 
the eyes of Philofophers on the contrary fee it 
rather to be cold, but irs Motion to be hor. The 
Ads and Effedts of ic are uriderftood through 
the diftance of places. The Fire of Nature is 

„one and che fame with it: for as the San is che 
Center amoneft the Spheres of the Planets; and 
out of this Center of che Heaven it fcatrers its 
Heart downward by its motions foin the Center 
of the Earth is che Sun of the Earth, which by irs 
perpecual motion fends its Heat or Beams upward 
tothe Superficies cf the Earths That intrinfecal 
Heat is far more efhcacious than this Elementa- 
ry Fire ; but it is allsyed with an Earthy Wa- 
ter, which from day to day doth penetrate the 
Pores of the Earth, and cools ic: So the Air 
doth temper and mitigate the heavenly Sun and 
its Hear, for this Air doth day after day fly round 
he World: and unlefs this were fo, all things 
vould be confumed by fo great a Heat, neither 
{vould any thing be broughe forth. For as thart 
avifible Fire or Central Heat would ccnfume 
Il chings,if the Water coming betwixt did not pre- 


ll chingss if the Air did nó come berwixes 
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' But how thefe Elements work one with another, 
I will briefly declare. In the Center of the 
Earth is the Central Sun, which by its own mo- 
tion, or cfics firmament, doch givea great hear, 
which extends it felf evento the fuperficies of the 
Earth. That Heac caufech Air after this man- 
ner. The Matrix of Air is Water, which bring- 
exh forh Sons of its own nature, but unlike, and 
far more fubtil chan ic elf; for where the Wa- 
ter is denyed entrance, the Air enteres when 
therefore thac Central Heat, which is perpetual), 
doth aét, ic makes Water diftil and be heated, © 
and fo that Water by reafon of che hear is turned 
into Airs upon thisaccounc it breaks forth to the 
{uperficies of the Earth, becaufe it will nor fuffer 
it elf co be fhut in: then when iz is cold it is refol- 
ved into Water. In the mean time ic happens 
alfo that in oppofite places noc only Air but Wa- 
cer goes out ; fo you fee icis when black Clouds 
are by violence carryed up into the Air, for 
which ching take thisasa familiar example. Make 
Warer hot ina Poc, and chou fhalt fee thae a 
{ofe fire caufech gentle Vapours , and Winds: 
bur aftrong fire maketh thick Clouds appear. 
Juftin the fame manner: doth che Central heat 
work; it lifes up the (ubul Water into Air, that 
which is thick by reafon of its Sale or Fa:nels it 
diftribures co che Earth, by means of which dis 
vers things are generated, that which remains 
becomes Stones and Rocks.’ But fome may ob- 
ject, if ic were fo, ic would be done conttants 
ly, buc often cimeschere is no Wind at all pers 
ceived.

fee that Thunders are not always made, although

ters Thou haft before thine eyes an example , 
when thou poureft cold Water into a hot furnace, 
from whence a thundering ñoife is raifed. But 
why che Warer doth not enter uniformly into 
‘thofe places and cavities, the reafon is, becaufe 
jthefe forts of veffels and places are many; and 
\fometimes one cavity by blafts, or winds drives 
jaway from it felf water for fome days, and months; 
until chere be a repercuffion of the Water again: 
bas we fee in the Sea, whofe Waves are moved 
and carried athoufand miles, before they find og 
meet with a repercuffion to make ther recurn 


Fire or Hear is the caufe of the motion of che 
Air, and the life of all chings; and the Earth is 
the Narfe of all chefe things, or their receptacle. 
Buc if there were not Water to cool our Earth; 
and Air, then che Earth would be drtyed , for 
thefe two reafons, viz. by. reafon of the Motion 
of the Central Sun, and Heat of the Celeftial: 
Neverthelefs ic happens (omerimes in fome places, 
when the Pores of the Earth are ob{tructed , 
that che Humidity or Water cannot penetrate 5 
thac chen by reafon of the correfpondency of the 
Celeftial and Central Sun ( for they havea mags 
I netick virtue becwixe themfelves ) the Earth is 
inflamed by the Sun; fo thac even fometimes 
there are imade great chops or furrows in the 
Earths Caufe therefore chat there be fuch an 

i D 2 operation 
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operation in our Earth, that the Central Hear 
may change the Water into Air, thac it may go 
forth into the Plaines of the world , and featter 
the refidue, as I faid , through the Pores of the 
Earths and then contrariwsfe the Air will be 
turned into Water, far more fubeil than che 
firt Water was: and this is done thus, if thou 
giveft our old man Gold or Silver to fwallow , 
that he may confume them, and then he alfo dying 
may be burnt, and his Athes fcattered into Wa- 
ter, and thou boil that Water until it be enough, 
and thou {fhalt have a Medicine to cure the Lepro- 
fie. Mark, and be fure ihat thou cakeft not 
cold for hor, nor hot for cold , but mix natures 
with natures, and if there be any ching that is 
contrary to Natue (for Nature alone is neceflary 
för thee) feparace it, that Nature may be like 
Nature. Do this by Fire, and not with thy 
Hand : and know that if thou doft not follow 
Nature all isin vaim: and here I have fpoken to 
thee through the help of God,what a Father fhould 
{peak to his Son 5 He which hath ears let him hear, 
and he which hath his fenfes, lec him fec his 
mind upon what I fay. :

Why thould thefealone, by 
iaving Seed without caufe denyed co them, be ex- 
lauded from Gods univerfal Bleifing of Multipli- 
ation, which holy Wric sfirms was putin, and 
reftowed on all created things prefently after che 
World was made > Now if chey have Seed, who 
3 fo fottith to think thas they cannot be muit- 
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plied in their Seed ? The Art of Alchymy in ics 
kind is true, Naturc alfo is true, bur the Arcficer’ 
isfeldom true: there is one Nature, one Art, but 
many Artificers.

O holy, and 
wonderful Nature , who doft noc fuffer the Sons 
of Wifdome to erre, asthoudoft manifeft in che 
life of Man daily! Moreover inthefe twelve Trea- 
| tiles I have produced fo many natural reafons, 
thar he which is defirous of the Arc, and fears 
| God, may the more eafily underftand all things, 
which through Gods bleifing , with my eyes I 

| f have 
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have feen, with mine own hands have made with- ' 
out any deceit of Sophiftication: for without the 
light, and knowledg of Nature, it is impoffible . 
to attain to this Art, unlefs it come co any by 
Gods fpecial Revelation, or fome {pecial Friend 
doth privately thew it. Ic isacthing of little ac. - 
count, yet moft precious, which being divers 
times defcribed , Ido nowagain repeat. Take 
ten partsof Air, one part of living Gold, or li- 
ving Stlver; putall chefe into thy Veflel; boyl 
this Air firft uncilic be Water, and then no Wa~ 
tere If thou art ignorantof this, and knowft 
not how to boyl Air, without all doubt thou 
fhale erre; feeing this is che matter of the ancient 
Philofophers. Forthou muft take chat, which 
is, and isnot feen , until it be the Artificers plea- 


fare ; itis che water of our Dew, out of which 


is extracted the Sale Petre of Philofophers, by 
which all things grow, and are nourtfhed:, the | 
Marrix of it is che Center of the Sun, and Moon, ~ 
both Celeftial, and Terreftrial: and to {peak more 
plainly , itis our Load-ftone , which in che fore-. 
going Treatifes I called Chalybs, or Steel: The 


Air generatesthis Load-ftone, and the Load-ftone ` 


generates , or makesour Air toappear, and come | 
forth, I have here entirely (hewed thee the truth; 1 
Bege of God that he would profper thine under- 
takings: And foin this place chou fhalt have the 
true and right explication of Hermes, when he 
faith , chac che Father of icis the Sun, and its 
Mother the Moon , and that which the Wind 
carryed in its Belly, wiz. Sal Alkali, whichthe 
Philofophers have called Sal Armoniacam, and 
vegetable, hid in the Belly of che ko- 
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The operation of itis this, to diflolve che congea- 
led Air, in whichthou fhale diffolve the tenth 
part of Gold; fealthis up, and work with our 
fire, until che Air be turned into powders; and 
there appear (the Salt of the world being firft 
had) diverscolours. I would have fet down the 
whole procefsin thefe Treatifes ; but becaufe thar, 
together with che multiplication, is fufficiently 
fet down in the Booksof Lulius, and other old 
Philofophers ; it therefore fufficed me to treat on- 
ly of che fiift, and fecond Matter; which is done 
faithfully , neither do thou ever think that any 
Man living hath done it more cleerly, then I have 
done it; fince I have done it not out of many 
Books but by che labour of my Hands, and mine 
cwn experience. If therefore chou doft not un- 
derftand , or belicvethe truth, donotblame me, 
but thy felf ; and perfwade thy felf that God 
was unwilling to reveal this fecret to thee: Be 
therefore earne{t with him by prayer, and with 
ferious meditation read over th's Book oftentimes, 
efpecially the Epilogue of thefe twelve Treatifes : 
always confidering the poffibilicy of Nature, and 
the actionsof the Elements , and which of them 
isthe chiefeft in thofe ations , and efpecially in 
the rarefaction of Water, or Air, for fo the 
Heavens are Created, as alfo thewhole World. 
This Į was willing to fignifie to thee, as a Father 
to hisSon. Do not wonder that I have wrote fo 
many Treatifes, for I did not make them for my 
own fake, feeing I lack not Books, but thar I 
might advertife many , that Work in fruitlefs 
things, thac they fhould not {pend their cofts in 
vain. All things indeed might have been com- 
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prehended in few lines, yea in few words: but I 
was willing to guidechee to theknowledgeof Na- 
ture by Reafcns, and exampls; char chou might- 
cft in che fft place know , what thething is chou 
feckeftafeer, whether the fft, or fecond Marter, 
alfo that chon mighteft have Nature, her light, 
and fhadow difcovered to thee. Benot difplea- 
fed if chou meetc{t fometimes with contradictions 
inmy Treatifes, it being the cuftome of Philofo- 
phers co ufe them; thou haft need of them, if 
chou underftandeft chem, chou fhall not finda 
Rofe wichour prickles. Weigh diligently what I 
have faid before, viz. how four Elements diftil 
into the Center of the Earth a radical moifture, 
and how the Central Sun of the Earth, by its mo- 
tion bringeth it forch,and fublimeth it co che fuper- 
ficiesof the Earth. Ihave faid alfo thacthe Ce- 
leftial Sun hath a correfpondency with the Cenual 
Sun : for the Celeftial Sun, and the Moon have a 
peculiar power, and vertue of diftilling into the 
Earth by vertue of their Beams: for heat is eafily 
joyned to heat, and Salt co Salt. And as the 
Central Sun hath itsSea, and crude Water, that 
is perceptible ; fo che Celeftial Sun hath its Sea, 
and fubcill Waster that is noc perceptible. Inthe 
fuperficies che Beamsof cheoneare joyned to the 
Beams of the other, and produce flowers, and 
all thingse Therefore when there is Rain made, 
it receives from che Air that power of life, and 
joyns it wich the Sale-nitre of the Earth ( becaule 
the Sali-nictre of the Earth is like calcined Tartar, 
drawing to it felf by reafon of its drynefs che 
Air, which in icis refolved into Water; fuchar- 
tractive power hath che Sale-nigre of the Earth, 

which 
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which alfo was Air, and is joyned tothe farnefs 
of the Earth) and by how much the more abun- 
dantly the Beams of the Sun beat upon it, the 
greater quantity of Salr-nitre is made, and by 
confequence the greater plenty of Corn grows, and 
isincreafed, and thisisdone daily. Thus much 
I thought good to fignifie to the ignorant of the 
correfpondency , or agreement of things amoneft 
themfelves, and the efficacy of the Sun, and Moon, 
and Stars; for the wife need notthis inftruction. 
Our Subject is prefented to the eyes of the whole 
World, and itis not known. O our Heaven! 
O our Water! O our Mercury ! O our Salt-nicre 
abiding in the Sea of the World O our Vege- 
table ! O our Sulphur fixed, and volatil! O our 
(spat Mortuum, or dead Head, or feces of our 
Sea! Our Water that wers noc our Hands, with- 
out which no mortal can live, and without which 
nothing grows, or is generated in the whole 
World! And thefe are the Epithitesof Hermes 
his Bird, which never is ar reft. Ic is of very 
{malt account, yet no body can be withourit : 
and fo thou haft a thing difcovered co chee more 
precious then the whole World, which I plain- 
ly tell chee isnothing elfe but our Sea water, which 
is congealed in Silver, and Gold, and extracted 
outof Gold, and Silver by the help of our Cha- 
lybs, by the Art of Philofophers in a wonllerful 
manner, by a prudent Son of Art. Te was not 
my parpofe for fome reafons before mentioned in 

the Preface, to publifh this Book, but a defire to 

‘deferve well of thofe thar are {tudfoufly given to 
‘Liberal and Philofophical Arts, prevailed with 
me, that I might hold forth tochem, that [bear 
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an honeft mind’; alfo that I might declare my 
felf tothem, that underftand the Are, co be their 
equal and fellow , and to have attained their 
knowledge. I doubt not but many men of good 
confciences, and affections do enjoy this gift of 
God fecrerly ; thefebeing warned by my example, 
and dangers are made more cautious and wife,ha- 
ving thar commendable filence of Harpocrates< 
Foras often as l would difcover my {elf co grear 
Men, italways turned to my lofs and danger, By 
this my Writing I make my felf known to che 
adopted Sonsof Hermes, I inftru the Ignorant, 
and chem that are mifled , and bring them back 
into che right way. And lettheHeirsof wifdom 
know, that they {hall never have a berter ways 
then that which is here demonftrated to them; 
for I havefpokenall things cleerly: Only I have 
not focleerly fhewed the extraction of our Sale 
Armoniac, or the Mercury of Philofophers, out of 
our Sea water, and the ufethereof, becaufe I had 
fromthe Mafter of Nature no leave to {peak any 
further, and this only God muft reveal, who 
knows the hearts and minds of Men. He will 
haply upon thy conftant; and carneft Prayers, and 
the frequent reading over of this Book, open the 
eyesof thy underftanding. Theveflel, as Ifaid 
before, is but one from the beginning totheend, - 
or at moft two are fufficienc : che Fire is continual 
in both operations; forthe fake of which lec the 
Ignorant read the tenth and eleventh Treatifes. If 
thou fhalt operate in a third Matter , thou thale 
effect nothing: chey meddle with this, whoever 
work not in our Salty which is Mercury, buc in 
erbs, Animals, Stones; and all Minerals, except- 
ing 
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ing our Gold, and Silver covered over with the 
Sphere of Saturn. And whofoever defiresto attain 
to his defied end, let him underftand the conyer- 
fion of the Elements to make light things heavy, 
andro make Spirits no Spirits ; then he thal! noe 
work in a {trange ching. The Fire isthe Rule, 
whatfoever is done, isdone by Fire ; as fufficiently 
before, fo here we have fpoken enough by way of 
Coaclufion. Farewell friendly Reader! and long 
maift thou enjoy thefe labours of mine, (made 
goody or verified by mine own experience, ) to the 
Glory of God, the welfare of thine own Soul, and 
good of chy Neighbour.

For in the foregoing Treatifes I have fuffici- 
ently explained Naruré.by way of example: I have 
thewed the Theory and Praxisy as plainly as it was 
lawful. Bucleft any (hould complain of my brief- 
nefs, that by reafon of it I have omitted fome- 
thing, 1 will yer farther defcribeto thee the whole 
Artby way of Riddle, or Ainigmatical Speech ; 
that thou maift fee how far through Gods gui- 
dance Jam come. The Books chat creat of this 
Are areinfinice ; yet thou fhalt nor find in any | 
of them the truth fo much, asitisin this of mine, — 
made known or difcovered unto thee. The reafon 
that encouraged me to make it fo plainy Was this,

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viz. Becaufe, when I had difcourfed wich many 
men, that thought they underftood the Writings 
of Philofophers very well , I perceived chat they 
did explain thofe Writings far more fubrilly than 
Nature, which is imple and plain, did require 5 
yea all my true fayings did feem to chem, being 
profoundly wife, or favouring of high things, co 
be ofno value and incredible. Ic hapned fome- 
times that I would intimate che Arc co fome from 
word co word, but they cculd by no means undei- 
ftand me, not believing there was any Water in 
our Sea, and yet they would be accounted Philo- 
fophers. Since therefore they could not under- 
ftand my words, which I delivered by word of 
mouth, I do nort fear (as other Philofophers were 
afraid ) chat any one can fo eafily underftand what 
Ihave wrote; Irische gift, I fay, of God. Itis 
true indeed , if inthe Study of Alchymy ‘there 
were required fubrilnefs and quicknefs of wit, and 
things were of chat Nature as ro be perceived by 
the eyes of the vulgar, I faw thar their fancies or 
wits were apt enough to find out fuch things: but 
I fay to you, be fimple, or plain, and not too wile 
until you have found out the Secret, which when 
you have, ic will of necefficy require wifdome- 
nough toufeand keepit; chen ic will be eafie for 
you to writ: many Books 3 becaufe it is eafier for 
him that is in che Center, and fees the thing, than- 
for him thar walks in the Circumference, and only 
hears ic.

do not fancy to your {elves things thac are fubtil’, 
which Nature knew nothing of; but abide, I fay, 
abide in the plain way of Nature; becaule you 
may fooner feel the ching in plainne(s, or fimplici~ 
ry, than feeitin fubtilcy. In reading therefore 
my Writings do not ftick in the Letter of chem, 
but in reading of chem confider Nature, and the 
poffibilicy thereof. Now before you fet your {elves 
to work, confider diligently what it is you feek , 
and what the fcope and end of your intention is: 
for it is much Lecter to learn by the Brain and Ima- 
gination than with Labour and Charges. And 
this I fay to you, that you muft {eek for {ome hid-

Buc he faid, Ic is true, my Son, 
all Generation is done in Male and Female, but by 
realon of the diftinguifhing of chechree Kingdoms 
of Nature, a four footed Animal is brought forth 
one way,and a Worm another : Although Worms 
have Eyes, Sight, Hearing, and other Senfes, yet 
they are brought forth by purrefaction, and their 
place, or earth, in which they are pucrified , is the 
Female. Soin this Philofophieal Work the Mo- 
ther of this ching is that Water of thine fo often 
repeated, and whatfoever is produced of char, 1s 
produced as Worms by PutrefaGtion. Therefore 
the Philcfophers have created a Phenix and Sala- 
mander. For if it were done by the Conception 
of two Bodies, it would be a thing fubject to 
death; but becaufe it revivesit felf alone, the for- 
mer Body being deftroyed, it rifeth up another 
Bodyincorruptible. Seeing the death of things is 
nothing elfe bur the feparation of che one from the 
other. And fo icisin this Phenix, becaufe the 
Life feparates ic felf by its felf from a corruptible 
Body. Moreover, I asked hjm, Sir, are there di- 
vers things, or is there a compoficion of things. in 
this Work ? Buc he faid, there is only one thing, 
with which there is mixed ‘nothing elfe but the 
Philofophical Water fhewed to chee oftentimes in 
thy fleep, of which chere muft be ten parts to one 
of the Body. And ftrongly and pesoabiedy bes . 

i teve, 
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lieve, My Son, that thofe things which are by me 
and Saturn fhewed thee by way of Dreams, accor- 
ding to the cuftomin this Ifland, are not Dreams, 
but the very trath, which Experience the only Mi- 
(tris of things will by che affiftance of God difco- 
ver cothee. I yet furcher demanded fome things 
of him, but he without any anfwer,after he had 
took his leavé of me, departing ferme) being raifed 
from fleep, into’ my defired Region of Europe. 
And fo, friendly Reader, let this fuffice chee, 
which hath by me thus far been fully declared.

MERCURY, the ALCAYOMIS T, 
and NATURE. 


Pon atime there wera affembled divers 
Alchymif?s together, and held a coun- 
fel how they (hould make, and pre- 
pare the Philofophers Stone, and they 

concluded thatevery one fhould declare his opi- 
nion with a vow, And that meeting was in the 
open Air, ina certain Meadow, ona fair cleer day. 
And many agreed chat Mercury was the firft Mat- 
ter chereof, others that Sulphur was, and others 
other things. But the chiefeft cpinion was of 
Mercury , and thae efpecially becaufe of the fay- 
ingsof Philofophers, becaufechey hold, that Mer- 
cary isthe firft crue Matter of the Stone, alfo of 
Metals: For Philofophers cry out; and fay, OUR 
MERCURY, @&c. And fo whilft they did con- 
cend among{t themfelves for divers operations(eve- 
ry one gladly expecting a conclufion) there arofe 


fhowers of rain, and an unheard of wind, which 
difperfed that affembly into divers Provinces, eye- 
ry one apart,withouta conclufion, Yet every one 


© of chem fancied to himfelf what che conclufion 


of that difpute fhould have been, Every one 
cheree 
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herefore fer upon his work as before , one in this 
hing , another in that thing feeking the Philofo- 
hers Stone, and thisis done till this day without 
iny givingover. Now oneof them remembring 
he difputation, chat the Philofophers Stone is ne- 
eflarily to be fought after in Mercury, faid co 
nimfelf : Although there was no conclufion 
made, yet I will work in Mercrry, and will make 
a conclufion my felf in making the blefled Scones 
for he wasa man that was alwaies wont to talk to 
himfelf , asindeed all A/chymi/?s ufually do. He 
therefore began to read the Books of Philofophers, 
and fell upon a Book of Alans, which treats of 
Mercury 5 and fo that Alchymift is made a Philo- 
fopher, but without any conclufion ; And taking 
Mercury he began to work 5 he pur it intoa Glals, 
and put Fire to it, the Mercury asit is wont to 
do, vapoured away, the poor filly Alchymift noe 
knowing the Nature of it, beat his Wife, laying: 
No body could come hither befides chee, chow 
tookeft the Mercury out of che Glafs. His Wife cry- 
ing excufech her felf, and {peaks foftly to her Huf- 
band: Thou wile make a firereverence of rhefe. 
The Alchymift took Mercury again, and put it 
again incohis Veffel, and left his Wife thould 
take itaway, wacchedit. But che Mercury, as 
its Manner is, vapoured away again. The Alchy- 
mift remembring that the firft Matter of the Phi- 
lofophers Stone muft be volatile, rejoyced excee- 
dingly , altogether perfwading himfelf that he 
could not now be deceived , having che firft Mar- 
ter: He began now to work upon Mercury bold- 
ly , he learned afterwards to {ublimeir, and co 
calcine it divers ways, as with Salt, Sulphur, and 

Mee 
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Metals, Minerals, Bloud, Hair, Corrofive waters; 
Herbs, Urine, Vinegar, but could find nothing 
for his purpole ; he left nothing unaflayed in the 
whole World, with which he did not work upon 
good Mercury withal. But whenhecould do no 
good ar all with this, he fell upon this faying— 
that it is found in the Dung-hil. He began to 
work upon Mercury with divers forts of Dung, 


` together, and afunder : And when he was weary, 


and fullof thoughts he fell intoa fleep. And in 
his {leep there appeared to him avifion: there 
came tohim an oldMan, who faluted him, and ` 
faid ; Friend, Why art thou fad? Heanfwered, 
I would willingly make the Philofophers Stone. 
Then faidhe, Friend, Of what wile thou make 
the Philofophers Stone? Alchymifta. Of Mercu- 
rys Sir. Senex. OF what Mercury? A'ch. There 
is but one Mercury. Sen. Ic iscrue, there is but 
one Mercury, but altered varioufly, according to 
the variety of places; one is purer chen another. 
Aleh. O Sir, I know how to purifie it very well 
with Vinegar and Salt, with Nitre and Vitri- 
al, Sen. I cell chee this is not the true purifying of ` 
ic, neither isthis, thus purified , the true Mer- 
cury: Wife men have another Mercury, and 
another manner of purifying it, and fo he 
vanifhed away. The Alchymift being raifed 
from fleep thought wich him(elf what vifion this 
fhould be, asalfo what this Mercury of Philolo- 
phers fhould be: he could bethink himfelf of no 
other but the vulgar Mercury. But yet he defi- 
red much that he might have had a longer dif- 
courfe with the old Man: bur yet he worked 
continually, fometimes in the Dung of living 

Creatures, 
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Creatures, as Boyes Dung, and fometimesin his 
own. Andevery day he went to the place, where 
he faw the vifion , that he might {peak with the 
old: Man again: fometimes he counterfeited a 
fleep, and lay with his eyes (hut expecting che 
old Man. But when he would not come he 
though: he was afraid of him, and would not 
believe that he wasafleep, he {wore therefore fay- 
ing, my good old Mafter be nor afraid, fortruly 
Tam afleep ; look upon my eyes, fee if I be nor: 
Andthe poor Alchymift after fo many labours, 
and the {pending of all his goods, now at laft 
fell mad , by alwaies thinkingof the old Man. 
And when he was in that trong imagination, 
there appeared to him in his fleep a falfe vifion, in 
the likenefs of the old Man, and faid to him, do 
not defpair, my friend, thy Mercury is good, and 
thy Matter, butif ic will not obey thee, conjure 
it, that ic be not volatiles Serpents are ufed to te 
conjured, and then why not Mercury? and fo 
the old Man would leave him. Bur the Alchy- 
mift asked of him, faying, Sir, expect, &c. And 
by reafon of a noife this poor Alchymift was raifed 
from fleep, yee not without greaccomfort. He 
took then a veffelfullof Mercury, and began to 
“conjure ic divers ways, as his dream caught him. 
And he remembred the words of the old Man, in 
that he faid, Serpents are conjured, and Mercury 
is painted with Serpents, he: thought, fo ic muft 
‘be conjured asthe Serpents. And taking a Vel- 
fel wich Mercury he began to fay, Ux,V x, Oftas, 


@c. And where thenameof the Serpent-fhould 


be put,he put the name of Mercury, faying:-And 
thou wicked beaft Mercury, &c, Ac which words 
. Mercury 
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Mercury began to laugh, and to fpeak unto him 
faying, what wilt thou have, that thou thus trou- 


blet memy Mafter Alchymift ? 4/ch. O ho, now > 
-thou calleft me Mafter, when I touch thee to the 


quick, now I have found where thy bridle is, 
wait a licele, and by and by chou fhalt fing my 
fong, and he began to {peak to him, as it were 
angerly, Art thou that Mercury of Philofophers? 
Merc. (asif he were afraid anfwered) I am Mer- 
cury, my Mafter. .4/ch. Why therefore wilt not 
thou obey me? and why could noc I fix thee? ` 
Merc. O my noble Mafter, I befeech thee pardon 
me, wretchchac I am, idid not know that chou 
watt fo greataPhilofopher.

Buc he 
which knows medoth-not torment. my Sons, nor 
difturb me, but doth to me what he pleafeth, and 
increafeth my Goods, and heals the Bodies of my 
Sons. Aleh. Even fodo I. Nat: Thou doftall 
things contrary to me, and doft proceed with my 
Sonscontrary to my Will: when thou fhouldft 
revive, thou killeft; when fix, thou fublimeft ; 
when calcine, thou diftille® ; efpecially my moft 
obfervant Son Mircury, whom chou cormenteft 


with fo many corrofive Waters and fo many pois 


fonous 
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fonousthings. Alch. Then I will proceed with 
him fweerly by digeftion only. Ngt. Itis wellif 
thou ToL ia todo ity but if not, thou fhalt 
not hurt him, but thy felf, and expofe thy felf to 
charges; for it is all one with him as with a Gem, 
which is mixed with Dung, that isalways good, 
and che dung doth not diminifh it, although it be 
caftupon ics for when it is wafhed it is the fame 
Gemas ic was before. Aleh. Buel would willing- 
ly know how to make the Philofophers Stone, 
Nat. Therefore do not handle my Son in that fa-

PREFACE | 


CouRTEous READER, 


Eeing I might not write more clearly chan 
other ancient Philofophers have wrote, 
happily chou maift not be fatisfied with 
my Writings: efpecially fince thou haft 

fo many other Books of Philofophers already in 
thy Hands: but believe me,neicher have I any need 
co write Books , becaufe I feek neither Profit nor 
Vain-glory by them 5 therefore 1 do not pubhiih 
wholam. Thofe things which I have now pub- 
lithe for thy profic and advantage feem to me to 
be more than enough; I purpofe that other things 
which remain fhall be referred to the Book of 

Harmo- 
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Harmony, where I have largely treated of Na- 
rural things: yet by the perfwafion of fome 
Friends I muft needs alfo write this Treatife of 
Sulphur; in which whether it be needful to add 
any thing to whatis written before, I know not. 
Yea, neither fhall this farisfie thee, if the Writings 
of fo many Philofophers cannot fatisfie thee : 
‘And efpecially if the daily operation of Nature 
be not a fufficient exemple, no other examples 
fhall do thee good. For if thou wouldft confider 
with a marvre Judgment how Nature works, 
thou would ft not have need of fo many Volumes 
of Philofophers; becaufe in my judgment it 1s 
better to learn of Nature, the Miftris, then of her 
Scholars. Thou haft enovgh in the Preface of 
‘the Book of the Twelve Treatifes , as alfo inthe 
Firft Treatife ic felf, becaufe in this Art there be 
fo many and fo great Books to be found, that 
they rather hinder than help thofe chat are ftudi- 
ous of this Arc and fo indeed it feems to be, 
becaufe the Writings of Philofophers are out of 
that lictle Schedule of Hermes grown up unto {0 
great and erroneous a Labyrinth, and daily do 
decline into obfcurity: And this I believe is done 

only by envious Philofophers, when as the igno” 


rant do noc well know what oughc to be added or | 


left ont,ifhhaply the Authors Hand cannot well be 
read. If in any Science or Art ic doth much 
help or hurt, to have one word lacking or added, 
then much more in this: As for example: Icis 
written in one place: Then mix thefe Waters toe 
geiber, another adds Not, he indeed added but 
alictle, and yet by this he turned the whole 
Chapter quite contrary: yer let che err 
"A ' ent 
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dent know, that a Bee doth gather Honey out of |! 


poifonous Herbs. Bur if he judgech whac he reads 
according to the poffibility of Nature, he will ea- 
fily get beyond all che Sophiftry of Philofophers + 
yet lec him not give over reading , becaufe one 
Book explainsanother. And by this means I un- 


-derftood char the Books of Geber the Philofopher 


(and who could know it, buc they that read other 
Authors ? ) are fo wonderfully enchanted, that 
they cannot poffibly be underftood, unlels they be 
read over a thoufand times, and this alfo by a 
witty Reader 5 Fools muft be utterly excluded 
from reading of them, There be indeed many 
thar undertake to mrerprec him as they do other 
Authors; buc I fee cheir Explication is more dif- 
ficult than the Text, my adviceis, thac chou doft 
perfift in the Text, and whatfoever thou readeft 
apply to the poffibiliry of Natures and in the 
firft place enquire diligently what Nature is, All in- 
deed write, that fhe isa ching of {mall account,ea- 
fie, commons & indeed it is crue, bur it fhould have 
been added, that the is fo unto wife men. The 
wife man knowsher tobe among Dung, and 
the ignorance man doth nor believe her co bein 
Gold. And all thefe men, which have made fuch 
hard Books, if chey were now ignorant of the Art, 
but muft find it out of fuch Books (which Books 
indeed are very true) would with more difficulty 
find it our than men, that in thefe days fearch inco 
the Arc, do. I will:noc commend mine own

This Wood 
I alfo am conftrained to go through, and alfol 
have helped to multiply it, yec in fucha manner 
as my Plants hall be figns, alight and guides to 
the true Sons of Arc, and Students.in this facred 
Science, that are willing co go through this Wood ; 
for my Plants areas it were corporeal. Thofe times 
are now paft, when Fidelity amongft Friends 
flourifhed, and this-Art was communicated by 
word of mouth; buc now it is not obtained but by 
the Infpiracion of the moft high God alone. 
Therefore lec nor him that fearchech diligently 

and fears God defpair. If he feeks after it he (hall 
| find ic. Becaufe ic is more eafily obtained from 
| God than from man: for he is a God of infinite 
compaffion, and knows not how co forfake him 
thac puts his cruft in him; with him there is no 
refpe& of perfonss the contrite & humble heart he 
will noc defpife,& he hath taken compaflion upon 
me, the moft unworthy of his creatures; whofe

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that Nature is moft plain and fimple, and delights | 
in nothing fo much as in plainnefs; and believe 
ine, whacfoever in Nature is more noble, by fo 
much alfo the more eafie and plain it is, becaufe 
all truth is plain and fimple: God che moft 
High Creator of all things put nothing that ishard — 
or difficult in Nature. If thou wile thereforeimi- — 
tate Nacnre, lee me perfwade thee co abide in the 
fimple way of Nature ; and chou fhalt find all 
good things. Bur ifneicher my Writings nor Ad- 
vice pleaféth thee, then go to other Authors. 
Wherefore I write nor great Volumes that thou 
maift not lay out too much money or time upon 
them, but maift read them over quickly, and beac 
the more leifure to have recourfe toother Authors: 
and ceafe not to feek, for to him chat knocketh it 
{hall be opened. Now thofe times are coming, in 
which many Secrecs of Nature thall be revealed. 
Now that fourch Monarchy of che North is about 
to begin: Now the timesare ac hand ; the Mo- 
ther of Sciences will come: gréater things hall be 
difcovéred chan hath been donein thefe three laft 
paft Monarchies. Becaufe this Monarchy (as the 
Ancients have foretold) God will plant by one of 
his Princes, being enriched with all manner of 
Virtues, whom haply times have already broughe 
forth, For we have in this Northern part a moft - 
wife Prince, and moft warlike, whom none of the 
Monarchs doth go beyond in Viétories, or excel 
in Humanity and Piety. Inchis Northérn Mo- 
marchy God the maker of all things will, without 
doubr,bring to lighe greater Secretsin Nature than 
in thofe cimes, when Pagan and Tyrant Princes 


tsigned. Bue che Philofophers reckon thele Mo- 
nats 


narchies not according to the powerfulnefs of them, 
but according to the cornersof the world : che fir 
was Eaftern, the next Southern 5 this which they 
now poflefsis Weftern the laft which they expect 
in this Northern pare is Northern: but of chefe 
further in my Book of Harmony. In this Nor- 


thern Monarchy, where che accractive Pole is (as - 


the P/almif? {peaks) Mercy and Truth are met to- 
gether; Peace and Juftice fhall kils each other 3 
Truth fhall rife out of che earch, and Juftice hall 
look from Heavens One Sheepfold and one 
Shepherd. Many Arts without Envy: All 
which I do earneftly expe&@. Do chon alfo, 
Courteous Reader, call upon, love, fear God , 
read over my Writings diligently, and then chou 
maift forecel to thy felf good things. And if 
thou fhalt through the favour of God, and the 
help of Nature (whom thou muft imitate) arrive

Second ‘Principle, 


Ulphur is not the laft amoneft the Princis- | 
ples, becaufe it isa part ofthe Meral ; yea 
and the principal part of che Philofophers 
Stone: and many wife men have left in 

wricing divers and very crue things of Sulphur. 
Yea Geber himfelt in his firft Book of the Highe/t 
Pirfettion , ch, 28 faith: Through the moft high 
God it illuminates every body; becanfe it ts Light 
from Light and Tingture. But befcre we treat of 
it, ic feems good to us to firft defcribe che original 
of the Principles ; efpectally ince of old Sul- 
phur hath been accounted the chiefeft of the Prin- 
ciples. Now very few have hitherto thewed 
whence the Principlesarife, and ic isa hard thing 
co judg of any of che Principles, or any thing elfe, 
whofe Original and Generation is unknown : 
whatcan ablind man judg of a Colour? What 
our Predeceffors have omitted, that have we pur- 

pofed in this Treatife to fupply. 
Now the Principles of things, efpecially of Me- 
tals, according to che ancient Philofophers are two, 
Sulphur

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Sulphur aad Mercury; buc according coche lat- 
ter Philofophers three, Sal, Sulphur and Mercury, 
Now che Original of thefe Principles are the four 
Elements; with che Original of which alfo we 
will firft begin. Therefore fee them that are Stu- 
dents in this facred Science know thae there are 
four Elements , and chat every one of chefe fout 
hath in ics Center another Element, by which ic is 
elementated : and thefe are the four Statues of che 
world, feparated from the Chaos in the Creation 
of the World by Divine Wifdom ; and thefe up- 
hold che Fabrick of the World by their contrary 
acting in equality and proportion, and alfo by 
the inclination of Celeftial Virtues, bring forth 
all things thae are within and upon the Earth; 
but of thefe in their places: here we will return to 
our purpofe; and firft of the Element char is neas 
reft, viz, the Earth,

He Earth is of ‘great worth in its 

Quality and Dignity: in this Ele- 

ment the other three , efpecially che 

Fire reft. Ic is the moft excellent 

: Element to conceal and difcover thofe 
things which are intrufted to it: itis grofs and 
porous, heavy in refpect of its {malnefs, but 
light in refpet of its Nature; it is alfo the 
Center of the World, as alfo of the other E- 
lements: through ics Center. paffech che Axel- 
tree of the World, and of both Poles. Ic is 
porous, as we faid, as a Spunge, and brings 
forth nothing of ic felf , but all chings wharfoe- 
ver the other three diftil and project into it, 
it receives, keeps all things thar are to be kept, 
brings to light all chings that are to be brought 
to light, It brings forth (as we faid before ) 
nothing of it fclf, but ic is the Receprzele of o- 
ther things, and ir is that in which every ins 
that 
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© that is brought forch doth abide , and by 
heat of Motion is pucrefied in it, and is muks 
plied by the fame, the pure being feparated from 
the impure: That which is heavy in ic is hid, 
and the Heat drives chac which is light unto its 
fuperficies. It is the Narfe and Matrix of all 
Seed and Commixtion. Ic can indeed do no- 
thing elfe chan preferve the Seed, and what is 
made of it, till ic be ripe. Iciscold, dry, tem- 
pered with Water; vifible without and fixed 5 
but within invifible and volatile. Ic isa Vir- 
gin, and the Capat CMortunm left after che Cie- 
ation of the World, which fhall hereafter ac 
Divine Pleafure be calcined, after Extraction of 
its Moifture, that of it a new Chriftall ne Earth 
may be created, Alfo this Element is divided 
Into a pure parc and an impure. The Wa- 
ter makes ufe of che pure to bring forth things, 
but the impure remains in its Globe. This Ele- 
ment is the hiding place, and Manfion of all 
Treafure. In its Center is the Fire of Hell, 
preferving this Fabrick of the World in its Be- 
ing; and this by the expreflign of Water into 
the Air, That Fire is caufed and kindled by 
the primum. Mobile, and the influences of rhe 
Stars: the Heat of the Sun, tempered wich the 
Air, meets wich this Heat fomthe ripening and 
drawing up of thofe things , which are already 
conceived in its Cencer. Moreover the Earth 
partakes of Fire, which is the intrinfecal parc of 
ic, neither is ic purified but in the Fire; and 
fo every Element is purified with its in:rinfecal 
part. Now the Intrinfecal part ,, or infide of 


the Earth, or its Center is the higheft Purity 
G 3 mixed 
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mixed with Fire, where nothing can reft: Te 
isasit were an empty place, into which all the 
other Elements do projet their Virtues > as 
hath been fpoken in the Book of the Twelve. 
Treatifes. And thus much of the Element of 
Earth, which we have called a Spunge, and 
the Receptacle of otherthings, which fervech for 
our purpofes a.

WATER. | 


Ater is the heavieft Element, full of 
unctuous Flegm,and it is an Elemenc 
more worihy in its quality chan che 


Earth, without volacle , but wichin 
fixed, it iscold and moift, and tempered with the 
Air: it isthe Sperm of the world, in which the 
Sced of all thingsis kepe : ic ische keeper of the 
Seed of every thing, Yer we muft know thatthe 
Seed is one thing, and che Sperm another : che 
Earth is the recepracle of the Sperm, bur Water is 
the recepcacle of the Seed. Whrarfoeverche Air 
doth diftil into che Wacer, by means of the Fire, 
the fame doth the Water convey to che Earth. 
Sometimes the Sperm lacks fufficieny of Seed, for 
want of hedt which thould digeft ic; for there is 
always plenty of Sperm, expecting Seed, which by 
the imagination of Fire through the motion of the 
Air tc carries into its Matrix: and fomecimes there 
being lack of Seed the Sperm enters, bur ic goeth 
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forth again without fruit : but of this more at large 
hereafter in che third Treatife of Principles, viz. in 
thar of Sale. It happens fometimesin Nature, that 
the Sperm enters into the Matrix with a fufficiency 
of Seed ; but the Matrix being indifpofed, by rea- 
fon of being filled with offenfive, fulphureous and 
flegmatick vapours,doth not conceive, neither doth 
that come to pafsthat fhould. Alfo nothing is pro- 


_ perly in this Element, but only asit is wont to be 


inthe Sperm. It is delighted chiefly in its own 

motion, which is made by the Air, and it is apt to 

mix with things by realon of its {uperficial,volacile 

body. Itis,as we faid before, the receptacle of all 

„manner of Seed: in itthe Earth iseafily purified 
and refolved, and the Air is congealed in ir, and is 

joined with it radically. Ic ische Menftruum of the 
world, which penetrating the Air,by means of heat, 

draws along with it felfa warm vapour, which 

caufeth a natural Generation of thofe things, which 
the Earch asa Matrix isimpregnated withal, and 

when the Matrix receivesa due proportion of Seed, 

of what kind foever,it proceeds, and Nature works 

without intermiffion to the end; but che remaining 

moifture or Sperm falls to che fide, and by vertue 

of the heat in the Earth is putrified (that which is 

cait tothe fide) and of chat afterwards are genera- _ 

ted other things, as {mall Vermin, and Worms, 

The Arcificer of a quick Wit may indeed fee in this 

Element, as it were out of Sperm , divers wonders 

of Nature; bur ic will be needful.ro take that 

Sperm, in which the Aftral Seed in a certain pro= 

portion is already imagined, orconceived ; becaufe 

Nature makes and produceth pure things by the 

firft putrefaction, bur by the fecond far more pure, 

| À worthy, 
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worthy, and noble; as thou haft an example in 
Wood, which is Vegetable, where in che firft 
compofition Nature maketh Wood but when that 
is after maturity corrupted, it is pucrified, and of 
it worms are bred,and fuch kind of vermin as they 
are, which have both life and fight,: for itis ma- 
nifeft that afenfible thing is always more- worthy 
than a vegerable; for to the Organs of fenfible 
things much more fubtil and purer matter is requi- 
red: Butto return fo our purpofe, 

This Element is the Menftruum of the world, 
and is divided into three forts,viz. pure, purer,and 
moft pure. Of che moft pure fubftance of it the 
Heavens are created, the purer is refolved into Air, 
but the pure, plain, and grofs remainsin its (phere, 
and by Divine appointmant, and operation of Na- 
ture doth preferve and keep every ching that is fub- 
til. Ic makes one Globe together with the Earth: 
ic hath alfo its Center in the heart of the Sea: it 
hath one Axel-treeand Pole with the Earth, by 
which all Courfes and Fountainsof Water iffue 
forth, which afterward increafe and grow up into 
great Rivers, By thefe iffuing forth of Warers the 
Earth is preferved from burnings, and with this 
moiftning the univerfal Seed is carried forth 
through the Pores of the whole Earth, which 
thing is caufed through heat and motion. Now 
it is manifeft thar all Courfes of Waters return in- 
to the heart of the Sea; but whither afterward 
they run is not known toevery body. There be 
fome that think that all Rivers, Water and Springs, 
which have their Courfe into the Sea, do proceed 
from the Starsywho, when they know no other rea- 
fon why the Sea fhould not increafe,and be fuller, 
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reafon of them. fay that chefe Waters areconfumed 


-inthe heart of the Sea, Bur this Nature wall noc fund 


admitof, as we have fhewed when we {pake of the 
Rain. The Stars indeed caule but do not generate $ 
Waters feeing nothing is generated butin its own 
like of che fame fpecies : Now the Stars confift of } 
Fire and Air, how then fhould they generate Wa- § 
cers? Andif it werefo, that fome Stars fhould ge- 
nerate Waters , then neceffarily alfo muft others § 


becaufe this fabrick of the world is fo upheld by 
the four Elements that one may nor exceed another $ 
in the leaft particle, but they ftrive one with the 
other in an equal ballance ; for otherwife if one 
fhould exceed the other, deftruction would enfue. 
Yet let every one perfevere in what opinion he 
pleafe, icisthus fhewed to us by the light.of Na- 
ture, that this Fabrick of the World is preferved 
by thefe four Elements, their equality being pro- 
pertioned by the great God, and one doth not ex- 
ceed the other in itS operation. But the Waters 
upon the bafis of the Earth are contained as it were 
in fome veffel from the motion of the Air, and to- 
wards the Artick Pole are by itconftringed , be- 
caufe there is no vacuum, or vacuity in the world : 
for this caufe is there in the Center of the Earth the 
Fire of Hell, which the Archeus of Nature doth 
govern. 

For in the beginning of the Creation of the 
World the great and good God out of the confu- 
fed Chacs,in the firft place exalted the quinteflence 
of che Elements, 8 tharis made the ucmoft bound 
of allthings: then he lifted up che moft pure fab- 
{tance of Fire above all things, to place his moft 
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cred Majefty in, and fet and eftablithed icin its 
ound. In the Center of the Chaos (by the good 
Meafure of Gods infinite Wifdom) that Fire was 
sindl’'d,which afterward did diftil thofe moft pure 
Naters, But becaufe now that moft pure Fire hath 
brained the place of che Firmament, together with 
he Throne of the moft high God, the Waters are 
ondenfed under that Fire: and thar they might 
ye more ftronely fortified and fetled, the Firechae 
s groffer chan the former was chen raifed (chis by 
neans of the Central Fire) and remained in the 
phere of Fire under the Waters : and fo the Wa- 
ers are congealed, and fhuc up berwixt two Fires 
in the Heavens. But that Central Fire never cea- 
eth, but diftilling more Waters, and thofe lefs 
pure did refolve them into Air, which alfo abides 
ander the {phere of Fire in its proper {phere,and 1s 
enclofed by the Element of Fire, as with a {ure and 
ftrong Foundation; and asthe Waters of the Hea 
vens cannot go beyond that fuperceleftial Fire, fo 
he Element of Fire cannot go beyond the Waters 
of the Heavens, neither can the Air go beyond or 


Water and the Earch,they remained in one Globe, 
becaufe they have no place in the Air, except that 
part of the Water which the Fire doth refolve into 
Air, for the daily fortifying of this Fabrick of the 
World. For if there had been a vacuity in the 
Air, then all the Waters had diftilled, and been 
refolved into Air : but now che {phere of the Air 
isfull, and is always filled through the diftilling 
Waters, by the continual Central Heat, fo that che 
reft of the Waters are by che compreffion of the 
Air rolled round the Earth, and with the Earth

be exalied above the Elemencof Fire. As forthe. 
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make up the Center of the World; and this 
peration is performed daily, and fo alfo this worl 
is fortified daily, and (hall for ever be nagurall 
preferved from Corruption, unlefs it be che good 
pleafure of che moft high Creator (whofe Willi

manner this world is made and continued through jy 
the mighty Wifdom of God; and fo according to fy 
the example of this it is neceflary chat all chings in | 
the world be naturally made, We are willing co, jj 
difcover co thee further this Creation of this Fa- 
brick of the World, chat chou maift know chat, f 
thé four Elements have a natural fympachy wich fh 
the fuperior becaufe chey were made out of one and, |, 
the fame Chaos: but they are governed by che f 
fuperior, as the more worthy ; and from thence 
came this obedience into this {ublunary place. Buc 
know chart all thofe things were naturally found 
out by the Philofopher, as fhall be fhewed in 1ts 
own place. Now to our purpofe concerning che 
Courfes of Waters, and che Ebbing ‘and Flowing 
of the Sea, how by che Polary Axel-cree they are 
carried from one Pole to another. There are two 
Poles, the one is Artick, and in chat pare chat is fu- 
perior and Northern, but the other Ancartick un- 
der che Earth, and in the Southern part. The 
Artick 
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rtick Pole hath a magnetick vireue of atcracting, 

the Antartick Pole hath a magnetick virtue 
‘expelling, or driving from : and this Nature 
bids forth co usin the example of the Loadftone. 
he Artick Pole therefore draws Waters by the 
xel-cree, which after they are entred in, break 
rth again by the Axel-cree of the Antartick Pole: 
ad becaufe che Air doth not fuffer an inequality, 
ney are conf{trained to return to the Artick Pole, 
eir Center, and fo continually toobferve chis 
sourfe. In which Courfe from che Artick Pole 
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oif che Earth , and fo according to more or lefs do 
WH prings arife, and afterward meeting together in- 
ifreafe and become to be Rivers,and are again retur- 
hed thither , from whence they came out; and 
is isunceffantly done through the univerfal mo- 
ion, Some (as I faid before) being ignorant of 
he univerfal motion, arid the operations of the 
BPoles fay chacthefe Waters are confumed in the 
veart of the Sea, and generated by the Stars, 
hich produce and generate no material ching, 
impreffing only virtues and fpiritual influences , 
which cannot give any weight to things. Wa- 
terstherefore are nor generated; but know thar 
they come forth from the Center of the Sea, 
through the pores of the Earth into the whole 
world. From thefe natural Conclufions or Prin- 
ciples Philofophers fave found out divers inftru- 
ments, and conveyances of Waters, as alfo foun- 
tains, fince itis known that Waters cannot natu- 
rally afcend higher than that place is, from 
whence they come 5 and wnlefs ac were foin Na- 
cure, 
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ture, Arc could never do ir, becaufe Arc imitat 
Natures and thar which is not in Nature canno 
fucceed by Arc ; for Water, as I faid before, dot 
not afcend higher than the place from whence if 
was taken: thou haft for an example that inftru' 
ment with which Wine is drained out of a Bar.|' 
rel, 

To conclude therefore , know that Springs or 
breakings forth of Water are not generated of 
Stars but that they come from the Center of the 
Sea, whither they return, and that thus they ob- 
ferve a continual motion. For if this were not fo, 
nothing at all either in the Earth or upon the 
Earth could be generated, yea the Ruin of the}" 
World would of neceffity follow. Buc left ic may 
be objected, thar in che Sea all Waters are faltyand 
that che Waters of Springs are {weet : Know thar. 
this is the reafon,becaufe che Water diftils through 
the pores of che Earth , and pafling many miles 
through narrow places, and through Sands, the 
falt nefs being loft,is made fweet: After the exam- 
pleof which Cifterns are found out. There are 
alfoin fome places greater and larger pores and 
paflagesthrough which falc Water breaks through, 
where afterwards aremade Salt Pits, and Foun- 
tains, asat Halla in Germany. Allo in fome pla- 
ces the V Vaters are conftringed wich heat, and 
the Sale is left in the Sands, but the VVater 
fweats through other pores, as in Polonia, at Wie- 
lisia and Bochia: So alfo when VVaters pafs 
through places that are hot, {ulphureous, and con- 
tinually burning, they are made hot, from whence 
Bathes arife: for there are in che bowels of the 
Earth places in which Nature diftills and fepa~ 
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agratesa fulphureous Mine, where, by the Central 
Fire ic is kindled. The V Vaters running through 
wcbefe burning places, according to the neernefs or 
sdtremotenefs are more or lels hot, and fo breaks forth 
into che {uperficies of the Earth, and retains the 
ftant of Sulphur, as all Broth doth of the Fleth chac 
is boiled in ics After the fame manner it Js, 
when VVater paffing through places where are 
Minerals, as Copper, Allum, doth acquire the fa- 
vour ofthem. Such therefore is che Diftiller, the 
{Maker of all things, in whofe hands is this Diftil- 
lacory, according to the example of which all Di- 
Wi Atillations have been inveated by Philofophers ; 
which thing the moft High God himfelf out of 
pity, without doubr, hath infpired into the Sons 
of Men: and hecan, when it is his holy VVill, 
4 cither excinguifh the Central Fire, or break the 
Veffel, and then there willbe an endofall.. Buc 
fince his Goodnefs doch intend the bectering of all 
A things, he will ac length exalt his moft facred Ma- 
jefty , and raife up higher che pureft Fire of all, 
which is higher than the V Vaters of che Heavens 
which are above the Firmamentr, and will give tc a 
ftronger degree of Heat then che Central Fire, 
that all the VVaters may te exhaled up into the 
Air, and the Earth be calcined, and fo the Fire, 
all the impuricy being confumed, willmake the 
VVaters of the purified Earth, being circulated in 
the Air,to be more fubtil,and will(if we may thus 
{peak in a way of Philofophy) make a WVorld 
much more excellent. 

Therefore lec all che Searchers of this Art know 
thac the Earchand VVater make one Globe, and 
being together make all things, becanfe they are 

tangible 
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= confift, and how Philofophers have obferved their 


` do any excellent thing, they have boiled Fire in 
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tangible Elements, in which the other two being 
hid do work. The Fire preferves the Earth, that 
ic be aot drowned, or diffolved: the Air preferves 
the Firechat ic be not extinguifhed: the VVacer 
preferves che Earth thar it be not burnt. Ie fee- 
med good to us to defcribe thefe chings, as condus 
cing to our purpofe, that the ftudious may know 


contrary actings 5 joining Fire with Earth, and 
Air with VVater: although when they would 


V Vater, confidering that one Blood is purer chart 
another, as a Tear is purer chan Urine. Let thae 
therefore fuffice which we have fpoken, viz. that 
the Element of VVacer is the Sperm and Men- 
ae of the world, as alfo che Receptacle of the 
Seed. l

He Airis anentireElement, meft worthy 
of thethree in its qualicy, without lighe, 
and invifible, but within heavy, vifible, 
and fixed, ic ishot arid moift, and tem- 

pered with Fire, and more worthy then Earthy 
and Water. It is volatile, but may be fixed ; 
and when ic is fixed, ic makes every body penetras 
ble. Of its moft pure fubftance the vical Spirits 
of living Creatures are made; thac which is lefs 

pure is taken up intoits proper Sphere of the Air 3 

but therefidue, viz. the groffer part atides in the 

Water, and is circulated wich the Water, as Fire 

with Earth, becaufe they are friendly theone co 

the other. It is moft worthy, as we have faid; 
and itis che true placeof the Seed of allchings : 
in it Seed is imagined, asin man, which after- 
ward by che circulating motion is caft intoitsown 

Sperm. This Element hath che Form of entire- 

nels co diftribure che Seed into Matrixes by the 

Sperm, and Menftruum of the World, In ital- 

fo is the vical Spirit of every Creature, living in all 

things, 
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things, penetrating and conftringing the Seed in 
other Elements, as Malesdoin Females. Ttnou- 
rifheth them, makes them conceive, and prefer- 
veth them ; and this daily, experience ceacheth, 
that in chis Element not only Minerals, Animals, 
or Vegetablesdive, but alfo other Elements. For ' 
we fee chat all Watcrs become putrified, and filthy 
if they have not frefh Air: The Fire alfo is extin- 
guifhed if the Air be taken from it: ( Thence 
Chymifts come to know how to difpofe of their 
Fire into feveral degrees by means of the Air, and 
co order their regifters according to the meafure 
of the Air:) The Pores alfo of the Earth are pre- 
ferved by Air: In brief, che whole ftrutare of 
the World is preferved by Air. Alfo in Animals, 
Man dies if you take Air from him, &c. No- 
thing would grow inthe World, if there were 
hota power of the Air penetrating, and altering, | 
bringing with ic felf nutriment that multiplies. 
In this Element by vertue of the Fire is thac ima> 7 
gined Seed, which conftringeth the Menftraum of 
the World by its occult power, asin Trets, and 
Herbs, when through the Pores of the Earth, by 
the acting of the fpiritual hear, there goeth forth 
a Sperm withthe Seed, and che vertue of the Air 
in a proportion conftringeth, and congeals ic by 
drops; and fo Treesby growing day after day, 
drop after drop, are ac length raifed to be great 
Trees ; as we have treated in the Book of the 
Twelve Treatifes. In chisElemenc are all things 
entire through the imagination of Fire; and it is | 
full of divine Vercue: forinit isconcluded che 
‘Spirit of che moft high, » hich before che Creation 
wascarryed upon the Waters, as faith the Scrip- 
a i i tures

ture, And did fly upon the wings of the Wind. If 
therefore ic be fo, asindeed iris, that the Spiritof 
the Lord iscarryedinic, why needs thou queftion 
but that he hachlefe his divine vercue in ir? For 
this Monarch is wont to adorn his dwelling pla- 
ces; he hath adorned this Element with the vical 
{pirit of every Creature: for in it is che Seed ‘af 
all things difperfed, in which prefencly after the 
Creation was (as we faid before) by the great 
Maker of allchings included that magnetick ver- 
tue which if ic had not, it could not ateract any 
nourifhment, but fo the Seed muft be left in a 
fmall quantity, neither would. increafe, or ‘be 
multiplyed; bur as che Load-{tone draws to fe 
felf hard Iron (after the manner of the Artick 
pole, drawing watersco it felf, as we have thewed 
inthe Element of water) fothe Air by a Vege» 
table magnetick power, which is in the Seed, 
draws to it {elf che nourifhment of the Menftru- 
um of the world, i.e. water. All chefe things 
are made by Air , for that is the leader of the 
waters, and the occult vercue thereof is included 
in all Seed for the attracting of radical moifture, 
and this vertue is, as we faid before, alwais the 
280th, part in all Seedy as we have fhewed thee in 
the third of the Twelve Treatifes. If therefore 
any one would fuccefsfully plant Trees, lec him 
‘be €arefull that he turn the atcraétive point to- 
wards the Northern part ; fo he fhall never lofe 
his labour: for asthe Artick pole draws to it felf 
the waters, fo the verticle point draws to it {elf 
Seed; and every actractive point doth anfwer to 
them. Thou haft an example in all manner of 
wood, whofe attractive point doth naturally tend 
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to the verticle point, and isdrawn by it. For let a 
bowl of wood, if thou wilt know which is the 
fuperior point, be put intowarer, and letit fink ~ 
(ío that the water exceed thelength of the wood) 
thou fhalt alwaies fee that point rife up before the 
oppofite part; for Nature knows not how to erre 
in heroffice : bucof thefe we fhall treat further in 
our Book called Harmoniay where we fhall {peak 
more of the magnetick vercue (although he (hall 
be eafily able co underftand the Load-ftone, to 
whom the Nature of Metals isknown) Lec this 
fuffice that we have faid, chat this Element is che 
moft worthy of che three in which is Seed , and 
vical Spirit, or dwelling place of the Soul of eve- 
ry Creature.

$ Ire isthe pureft and moft worthy Element 

of all, full of unCtuous corrofivenefs adhe- 

ring to it, penetrating,digefting,corroding 

and wonderfully adhering, without vi- 

fible, but within invifible , and moft fixed; it 
ishot , dry, and tempered with Air. Its Sub- 
{tance is the pureft of al’, and its Effence was firft 
of all elevated in the Creation with che Throne 
of Divine Majefty, when the VVaters of the 
Heavens were eftablifhed, as we have faidin che 
Element of VVater ; out of the lefs pure pare 
of its fubftance the Angels were created ; out of 
that which was lefs pure than that , being mixed 
with the pureft Air, were the Sun, Moon and 
Scarscreated. That which islefs pure than that is 
railed up to terminate, and hold up the Heavens: 
buc the impure and unctuous part of it is left, 
and included in the Center of the Earth by the 
wife and great Creator, for to continue the O- 
H 3 peration 
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perationof Motion, and this we call Hell. All 
thefe Fires are indeed divided, but they have a 
natural fympathy one towards another. 

This Element js of all che mof quiet, and like 
unto a Charriot “when je 4s dfawed ic runs, 
when it is not drawed it ftands fill. It is alfo 
in all things undifcernibly. In itare the reafons 
of Life and Underftanding , which are diftribue 
ted in the firft infuGion of Mans Life, and chefe 
are called the rational Soul, by which alone 
Man differs from other Creatures, and is like un- 
to God. This Soul isof chat moft pure Elementa- 
ry Fire, infufed by God into che vital Spirit, 
by reafon of which Man after the Creation of 
al! chings was created into a particular World, 
or Microco{m, In this Subject God the Creatos 
of all things put his Seal and Majefty, as the pu- 
reft and quiereft. Subject, which is governed by 
the Wall and infinite Wifdom of God alone: 
Wherefore God abhors all impurity, nothing that 
is filthy compounded or blemifhed may come 
near him , therefore no mortal man can fee God, 
nor cometo-him naturally: for that Fire which 
isin the circumference of the Divinity, in which 
is carryed the Seal and Majefty of the Moft High, 
is fo intenfe, that no eye can penetrate ics for 
Fire will not fuffer any thing chat is compounded 
to come near toit: for Fire isthe death and fepara- 
rion of any thing tharis compounded, Wehave 
faid that ic is the moft quiet Subjedt ( for fo it 
is) or elfe it would follow (which fo much 
asco think were abfurd ) that God could not 
reft ; for it is of moft quiet filence, more than 
any Mans mind can imagine. Thou haftan ex- 
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ample of this in the Flint, in which 
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there is Fire, 


and yer is not perceived, ne'ther co:h appear, un- 


til ic be ftirred up by mction, and kindled in it 
that it may appears fo the Fire in which is pla- 
ced the facred Majefty of our Creator is not mo- 
ved, unlefs ic be ftirred up by the proper Will of 
the Moft High, and fo is carried where his holy 
Will-is. There is made by the Will of the fu- 
pream Maker of all things a moft vehement and 
terrible motion. Thou haft an Example of this, 
when any Monarch of this world firs in his pomp, 
what a quiertnefs there is about him? what fie 
lence? and although fome.one of his Court doth 
move, the motion is only of fome one or other 
particular man, which is noc regarded. But 
when the Lord himfelf moves , there is an uni- 
verfal irand motion, then all that attend on him 
move withhim. Whatcthen? when that fupream 
Monarch, the King of Kings, and Maker of all 
things ( after whofe example the Princes of the 
world are eftablifhed in the Earth ) doth move 
in his own perfon of Majefty ? whaca ftir? what 
trembling, when the whole Guard of his hea- 
venly Army move about him ? Bac fome one may 
ask, How do we know thefe things, fince heaven- 
ly things arehid from Mans underftanding ? To 
whom we anfwer, that they are manifeft to all 
Philofopherss yea the incomprehenfible Wif- 
dom of God hath infpired into them, that all 
things are created after the example of Nature, 
and that Nature hath its bounds from thofe {e- 


‘cree things, and accordingly works, and that 


nothing is done on the Earth , but according to 
the example of the Heavenly Monarchy , which is 
H 4 managed 
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managed by the divers Offices of Angels, So al- 
{o there is nothing brought forth, or generated , 
but what is done naturally. All humane Inven- 
tions, yea and Arts, which either are or fhall 
be, proceed not otherwife than from Natural Prin- 
ciples. The moft High Creator was willing to 
manife all Natural things unto man, wheres 
fore he fhewed to us that Celeftial things them- 
{elves were naturally made, by which his abfolute 
and incomprehenfible Power and Wifdom might 
be fo much the better known ; all which things 
the Philofophersin the Light of Nature , asin a 
Looking-glafs, have the clear fight of. For which 
caufe they efteemed highly of this Art, viz. not fo 
much out of Covetoufnefs for Gold or Silver, 
but for Knowledg fake, not only of all Natural 
things, but allo of the Power of the Creator, and 
they were willing to {peak of thefe things fpa- 
ringly, and only figuratively , left Divine Myfte- 
yies by which Nature is illuftraced , fhould be 
difcovered to the unworthy, which chou, if 
thou knoweft how to know thy felf, and are 
not of a {tf neck, maift eafily comprehend ; 
who art created after the likenefs of the great 
World, yea after the Image df God, Thou haft 
inthy Body the Anatomy of the whole World, 
thou haft inftead of the Firmament the Quintef- 
fence of the four Elements, extracted out of the 
Chaos of Sperms intoa Matrix, and into a Skin, 
which doth compafs ic round, thou haft moft 
pure Blood inftead of Fire, in che vital Spirit 
whereof is placed the Seat of the Soul Cwhich 
is inftead of che Kings ) thou hafta Heart in- 
Read of the Earths where the Central Fire 
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continually works; and preferves the Fabrick of 
this Microcofm in its Being; thou haft thy 
Mouth inftead of the Artick Pole; and thy 
Belly inftead of the Antartick, and all thy 
Members an{wer to fome Celeftials: of which 
in our Book of Harmony we fhall creat more 
fully, viz. in the Chapter of Aftronomy, where 
we have wrote how that Aftronomy is eafie, na- 
tural, how the Afpeés of Planers and Stars are 
efficacious, and why Prognoftication is given of 
Rain, and other events, which would be too te- 
diousto reckon up here, and thefe are linked to- 
gether, and performed in a natural manner, on- 
ly God doth fome things extraordinary. Be- 
caufe che Ancients omitted it, we are willing 
to fhew it to him that is diligently ftudious of 
this Secret, chat the incomprehenfible Power of 
the moft High God, may fo much the more 
clearly come home co hisheart , and that he may 
love and adore him the more zealonfly: Lec 
therefore the Searcher of this facred Science know, 
that the Soul in a man, the leffer world, or Micro~ 
cofm fubfticuting che place of its Center, is the 
King, and is placed in the vital Spirit, in the pa- 
ret Blood. Thac governs che Mind , and the 
Mind the Body: when the Soul conceives any 
thing, the Mind knows all things, and all the 
Members underftand the Mind, and obey the 
Mind, and are defirous to fulfil che Will thereof. 
For the Body knows nothing, wharfoever ftrengch 
or motion isin the Body, is caufed by the Mind’: 
the Body is to che Mind, as Inftruments are to the 
Artificer; Now the Soul, by which Man dif- 
fers from other Animals , operatesin che Body ; 
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butit hath a greater Operation out of the Body, 
becaufe out of the Body it abfolutely reigns, 
and by thefe things it ‘differs from other Ani- 
mals, who have only the Mind, not the Soul, 
of the Deity. So alfo God, the Maker of all 
things,our Lord and our God, works in this world 
thofe things which are neceflary for the World ; 
and in thefe heis included inthe world; whence 
we believe that God is every where. But he 
is excluded che Body of the World by his in- 
finite Wifdom, by which he works out of the 
World , and imagines much higher things chan 
the Body of the World is able to conceive, and 
thofe things are beyond Nature, being the Se- — 
crets of God alone, You have the Soul for an 
example , which our of the Body imagines many 
moft profund things, and in this it’s like unto 
God, who out of. the World works beyond 
Nature ; although the Soul to God be as it were 
a Candle lighted to the light at Noonday: for 
the Soul imagines, but executes not but in the 
Mind ; but God doth effet all things the 
fame moment when he imagines them ; as the 
Soul imagines any thing to be done at Rome, 
or elfewhere, in the twinkling of an eye, but 
only in the Mind ; buc God doth all fuch things 
effentially, whois omnipotent. God therefore - 
is not included in che World , but asthe Soul in 
the Body; he hach his abfolute power feparated 
from the World, fo alfo the Soul of any Bo- 
dy hath its abfolute power feparated from the 
Body, to do other things than the Body can 
conceive; ic hath a very great power therefore 
upon the Body, if ic pleafeth or eae 
ilo- 
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ilofophy were in vain. By chefe therefore learn 

‘know God, and thou thale know in which

y felf halt be able co conceive greater things, 

ien as now chou haft che Gare opened by us. 

t left this Treatife fhould grow too big, let us 

curn to our purpafe. 

We faid before that the Element of Fire is the 

oft quiet of all, and that is ftirred up by mo- 

on, which firring up wife men knew. Ic is 
eeffary that Philofophers know, the Genera- 
on and Corruption of all things, to whom 
at only the Creation of the Heavens is manifeft, 
at alfo tke Compoficion and Misture of all 
lings : bur although they know all things, yec 
iey cannordoall things. We know indeed the 

Yompofition of Man inall refpects, yer we can- 

ot infule the Soul; becaufe this Myftery belongs 

nly unto God : and he exceeds all things by thefe 
ind of infinite Myfteries. Seeing chefe are out of 

e courfe of Nature,they are not as yetin the dif- 

iofition of Nature: Nature doth not work before 

here be Matter given unto her co work upon. 

[he firft Matter is given to her by God, the fe- 

cond by the Philofopher. Now in the Opera- 

‘jon of the Philofophers Nature hatha power to 

tir up the Fire, which by the Creator is fecrecly 

included in the Center of every thing: This 
ftirring up of the Fire is done by the Will of 

Nature, fometimes by the Will of the skilful - 

‘Artificer difpofing of Nature. For naturally all 

impurities and pollutions of things are purged by 

Fire; All things chat are compounded are dif- 
folved by Fire: as Water wafheth and wit 
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all chings imperfe&t, which are not fixed 5 fo ch} 
Fire purgeth all things that are fixed, and by Fi 
they are perfected : as Water doth conjoine alf 
things that are diffolved ; fo Fire feparates alf. 
things that are conjoined ; and what is naturally 
and of affinity with ir, ic doth very well purge 
and augment if, not in quantity buc in vertue. Th 
Element doth feveral ways fecretly work upono 
ther Elements, and all things elfe : foras the Ani4’. 
mal foul isof the pureft of this Element, fo thd"! 
Vegetable is of the Elementary part of it, which i 
governed by Nature. This Element doth a& upo 
tne Center of every thing in this manner : Natur 
caufeth Motion, Motion ftirs up Air, the Air the 
Fire; now Fire feparaces, cleanfech, digefteth, ço-§ 
loureth, and maketh all Seed to ripen, and being 
ripe expels it by che Sperm into places, and matrix-#j 
es, into places pure or impure, more or lefshot, dry $ 
or raoift; and according to the difpofition of the 
matrix, or places, divers things are brought forth in 
the Earth, asin the Book of the Twelve Treatifes # 
concerning Matrixes mention hath been made, that : 
there are as many Matrixes, as places. So che | 
Builder of allchings, the moft High God hath dee 
termined, and ordained all things, chat one fhall 
be contrary to cheother, yet fo that the death of 
the one be the life of the other: that which pro- 
duceth one, confumeth another, and another thing 
from this is naturally produced, and fach a thing 
which is more noble then the former : and by this 
means there is preferved an equality of the Ele- | 
ments , and fo alfoof the compofitum.

r ge is fubje&t co feparation, feeing every thing that 
sq) compounded is feparated naturally. Buc 
wdfis {eparation of Mans compofition muft needs 
uypave been done in the day of judgment, i. e. the 
Tyirft judgment, when the Sentence of a natural 
neath was pafled upon him: forin Paradife Man 
yas immortal. Whichall Divines, as alfo Sacred 
rit doth teftifie; but a {ufficienc reafon of this 
mmmortality no Philofopher hitherto hath fhew- 
d3 which ic is convenient for the Searcher of this 
hacred Science to know, chat he may fee how all 
tiehefe things are done naturally, and be moft 
sfeafily underftood. But it is moft crue, chat 
yfevery compound thing in this World is fubjeé 
Ato corruption, and feparation; which feparation 
fin the Animal Kingdom is called death : and 
Man f{eeing he is Created and compounded of 
four Elements, howcan he be immortal? Ic is 
Hhard co believe chat this is done naturally ; but 
that there is fomeching above Natureinit. Yet 
God hath infpired it into Philofophers that were 
good Men many ages fince, that this is fo na~ 
f turallye Which take to bechus, Paradife was, 
and is fuch a place, which was Created by 
‘the great Maker of all things, of true Ele- 
ments, not Elementated, but moft pure, cem- 
perate, equally proportioned in the higheft 
perfection ; and all things that were in Para- 
difé were Created of che fame Elements, and incor- 
rupt; there alfo was Man Created and framed 
of thefame incorrupted Elements, proportioned 
in equality, chat he could in no wife be corrupted, 

there- 
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therefore he was confecraced to immortalit 
for without all doubt God created this Par; 
dile for Men onely, of which and where it 
we have largely treaced in our Book of Hai 
mony. But when afterwards Man by his fin « 
difobedience had tranfgrefied the commandmer 
of the moft High God,, be was driven forth t 
Beafts into the corruptible world elementate 
which God created only for Beafts: who of ne 
celfity , fecing he cannot live without nutrimen 
muft from corrupt elementated Elements receiv 
nutriment. By which nutriment thofe pure Ele 
mentsof whichhe was created, were infected | 
and fo by little and little declined into corrup. 
tion, until onè quality exceeded another, and 
ceftru&tion, infirmity, and lat of all feparati- 
on, and death of the wholecompound followed 
So that now they are neer unto corruption an 
death, who are procreaced in corrupt Elements, 
of corrupt Seed, and not in Paradife; for Seed 
produced out of corrupt nutriments cannot be du- 
rable; and by how much the fonger itis fince the 
driving forth of Man out of Paradife, fo much 
‘the neerer Men are co corruption ; and by confe- 
quence their lives are fo’*much fhorter, and it 
will come to his pafs , thar even generation it felf 
by reafon of ‘the fhortnefs of life hall ceafe. Yee 
there are fome places, where the Airis more fa- 
vourable, and the Scars more propitious, and 
there their Natures are not fo'foon corrupted, be- 
caufe alfo they live more temperately : Our 
‘Countrey-men by reafon of oluttony, and inor- 
dinate living make quick Kaft to corruption. This 
experience teacheth : that they that are born of the 

: See 
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Seed of infirm Parentsdo not livelong. But if 

| Man had continued in Paradife, a place futable 
“| tohis Nature, where all the Elements were as in- 
corrupe and pureas a Virgin, he had been im- 
mortal forever. Forit is certain that when pure 
Elements are joyned together equally in their vers 
tues, facha fubject muft beincorrupred : and fuch 
_ mutt the Philofophers Stone be : To this Creation 
of Man the ancient Philofophers have likened 
this Stone, bur Modern Philofophers underftand- 
ang all things according tothe letrer do apply ic 
to the corrupt generacion of thisage. 

This immortality was the chief caufe that 
Philofophers exercifed their wits to find out this 
Stone, for they knew thar Man wasCreaced of 
fuch Elements which were foundand pure. They 
therefore mediraced upon that Creation, which, 
when they knew to be natural, began to fearch 
further into it, whether {uchuncorrupted Ele- 
ments could be had, or if they could be joyned 
together, and infafedinto any fubje& ; Now to 
thefe the moft High God, and Maker of all 
things revealed, that a compofition of fuch Ele- 
ments wasin Gold: Forin Animals ir could not 
be had, feeing they muft preferve cheir lives by 
corrupt Elements ; in Vegetables alfo it is nor, 
becaufe in them is found an inequality of the Ele- 
ments. And feeing all Created things are incli- 
ned to multiplication, the Philofophers propoun- 
ded tothemfelvesthac they would make tryal of 
the poffibilicy of Nature in this Mineral Kingdom; 
which being difcovered, they faw chat chere were 
innumerable other fecrets in Nature, of which 
as of Divine fecrets, they have wrore fparingly. 

So 
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So now thou feeft how corrupt Elements 
come to be in a Subject, and how they are 
feparated 5 when one exceeds the other, and 
becaufe then Putrefaction is made by ths firft 
Separation, and by Putrefa&tion is made a Se- 
paration of the pure from the impure, if then 
there be a new Conjunétion of them by vertue 
of Fire, it doth acquire a form much more no- 
ble than the firft was. For inits firft Rate, cor- 
ruption was by reafon of grofs matter mixed with 
it, which is not purged away bur by Putrefaction, 
the Subject thereby being bectered ; and this 
could not be but by the verrues of che four Ele- 
ments, which are in every compound thing , 
being joined tagether : for when a Compofitum 
muft perilh, it peritheth by the Element of Wa- 
ter; and whilft they lie thus confufedly, the 
Fire, together with che Earth and Air, which ic 
is in potentially, agree together , and Ly their 
united forces do afterward overccme the Wa- 
ter, which they digeft, boil, and laftly con- 
geal; and after this manner Nature helps Na- 
ture. For if the hidden Central Fire, which 
is che Life of all things, overcomes and works 
upon that which is nearer co it, and purer, 
as it felf is moft pure, and is joined with ic: 
{o it overcomes its contrary, and feparaces the 
pure from the impure, and there is a new 
Form generated , and if ic be yet a liccle hel- 
ped, much more excellent chan che former. 
Sometimes by the Wit of a skilfal Arcificer 
there are made things immortal, efpecially in 
the Mineral Kingdom. So all things are done 
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| are brought forth into a Being, if thou haf un- 
. | derftood me. 

‘| Here now thou haft che original of the Ele- 
ments, their Natures and Operations defcribed 
unto chee very briefly, which is fufficienc for 
our purpofe in this place. For otherwife if every 
Element were defcribed as ic is , ic would res 
quire a great Volume not neceflary for our pur- 
pofe. All thofe things as we faid before, we 
refer co our Book of Harmony, where, God 
willing, if we livefolong, we thall wrice more 


largely of Nacural chings, 
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Hefe four Elements being defcribed, we will 
now defcend unto the Principles of things, 

But how they are produced of the four Ele- 
ments, take ic thus, After Nature had received 
from the moft high Creator of all things the privi- 
ledge of being Princefs over this Monarchy of the 
world, fhe began to diftribute places, and Pro- 
vinces to every thing, according to its dignity 5 
and mthefirft place fhe made the Elements the 
- Princes of the world; and chat the will of the 
moft High (in whofe will Nature was placed) 
might be fulfilled, fhe ordained that one thould 
continually act upon theother. The Fire there- 
fore began to act upon the Air, and produced 
Sulphur, the Air alfo began toa&t upon the V Va- 
cer, and brought forth Mercury , the V Vater alfo 
bégan to act upon the Earth, and brought forth 
Sale. Bue the Earth , fince it had nothing to 
work upon, brought forth nothing, but that 
which was brought forth continued, and abided in 
it: wherefore there became only three Principles, 
and che Eareh-was made the Nurfey-and. Mother 
of theret. There were as we faid, three Prin- 
ciples brought forth; which the ancient Philofo- 
phers 
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phers did n ribed on- 


ot fo ftridtly confider, bat defi 
ly two a&tingsof the Elements (or if they were 
willingly filent in ic, who thall cenfure them, fee- 
ing they dedicated their writingonly to the Sons 
of Art?) and named them Sulphur, and Mervu- 
ry, which alfo may fuffice us, ro bethe Matter of 

Meals, as aifo of the Philofophers Stone. 
VVhofoever therefore will be a true fearcher of 
this facred Science muft of neceffiry know the Ac- 
cidents, and an Accident ic felf, that he may 
learn to what Subject or Element he purpofeth to 
come to, that through mediams he may apply 
himfelf to chat, if otherwife he defire tofill ap 
_ the number of four. For as cthefe three Princi- 
ples were produced of four, fo alfo by diminution 
muftthefe three produce ewo, Maleand Female; 
and two produce one incorruptible thing, in 
which thofe four fhall being equally perfect, be 
purified, and digefted to che urmoft ; and fo a 
quadrangle {hall anfwera quadrangle. And this 
is chac quinteffence , which is very neceflary for 
every Arcificer, being feparaced from many con- 
etraries, And fo thou haft inchefe three Princi- 
ples, in what natural compofition foever, a Body, 
a Spirit, and an occult Soul; which three, ifthou 
fhalt joyn chem cogecher being feparaced, und 
well purified, as we {aid before, without doubt 
will by imiracing Nature yeild moft pure Fruits 
For although che Soul be traken froma moft noble 
place, yet it cannot come whither it tends but by a 
Spirit, which is the place, end manfion of ths 
Souls; whichif chou wile reduce co its i ce, 
ic is neceflary that it be wathed from all its faults ; 
and thar the place be purified, thac che Soul may 
Ia z 
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be glorified in it, and never more be feparated 
from it. Now therefore thou haft the original of 
the three Principles, out of which it isthy part, 
by imitating Nature, to produce the Mercury of 
Philcfophers, and their fit Matter; and to bring 
thofe Principles of things, efpecially of Metals to 
thy purpofe: feeing without thofe Principles it is 
impoffible for thee to perfe& any thing by Art, 
fince alfo Nature her felf can do nor produce no- 
thing without them. Thefe three are in all 
things, and without them there is nothing in the 
world, or ever fhall be naturally. But becaufe 
we faid before, that the ancient Philofophers na- 
med only two Principles, left the Searcher of the . 
Art fhould erre, he muft know , that although 
they did not defcribe any other but Sulphur, and 
Mercury, yet without Sale they could never have 
attained to this work, fincethat is the key, and 
beginning of this facred Science : it is that which 
openeth the gates of Juftice ; itis thar which hath 
the keyes to the infernal Prifons, where Sulphur 
lies bound, ashereafter {hall be more fully fhew- 
cadi the Third Treatife of the Principles, of 
Sale. 

Now to our purpofe, whichis chat thefe three 
Principles are altogether neceflary, becaufe they are 
the neer Matter.. For the Matter of Metals is two- 
fold, neer and remote. Theneer is Sulphur, and 
Mercury. The remote are che four Elements : out 
of which God alone is able to Create things. 
Leave therefore rhe Elements, becaufe of them 
thou fhalt do nothing; neither canft thou out of 
them produce any thing but thefe three Principles, 
feeing Nature her {elf can produce nothing elfe 
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outof them. If therefore thou canft our of che 
Elements produce nothing but thefe three Princi- 
ples, wherefore chen is chat vain labour of chine 
to feek after, orto endeavour to make chat which 
Nature hathalready made to thy hands? Is it 
not better cogo three mile then four ? ` Let it fuf- 
fice thee then to have three Principles, oucof which 
Nature doth produce all things in the Earth, 
and upon the Earth; which three we findto be 
entirely in every thing. Bythedue feparacion, 
and conjun@ion of thefe, Nature produceth as 
well Metals, as Scones, in the Mineral Kingdom; 
but in che Vegetable Kingdom Trees, Herbs and 
all {fuch things; alfoin the Animal Kingdom the 
Body, Spirit, and Soul , which efpecially doth 
refemble the work of the Philofophers. The Bo- 
dy is Earth, che Spirit is Water, che Soul is Fire, 
or the Sulphur of Gold: The Spirit augmenceth 
the quantity of the Body, but the Fire augment- 
eth the vertue thereof, But becaufe there is more 
of the Spirit in weight, thenis of the Fire; the 
Spirit is raifed, and oppreffeth the Fire, and 
drawsitto it felf: and fo every one of chem, en- 
creafeth in vertue, and the Earth, which is the 
middle beewixt themencreafethin weight. Let 
therefore every Searcher of this Art conclude in 
his mind what he feeks for out of thefe three, and 
lec him affift it in the overcoming of its contrary ; 
and then lec him add co the weight of Nature his 
weight, that the defectof Nature may be made 
up by Arc, thar fhe may overcome what is contra- 
ry to her, Wefaidin che Element of Earth, that 
the Earth was nothing elleburt the receptacle of 
other Elements, 4. e, the fubje&t in which thofe 
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two, Fire and Water, do ftrive, the Air media- 
ting 5 if che Water be predominant, it brings 
forth chings that are corruptible, and continue but 
for atime; but if the Fire overccme, it produ- 
ceth things chat are lafting, and incorruptible, 
Confider therefore what is neceflary for thee. 
Moreover know, that Fire, and Water are in eve- 


ry thing, but neither Fire nor Water makes any’ 


thing , becaufe they only ftrive togecher, and 
contend concerning {wiftnefs, and vertue, and 


this not of chemfelves, but by the excitation of. 


the intrinfecal heat, which by the motion of the 
heavenly vertues is kindled in the Center of the 
Earths without which thofetwo could never do 
any thing, buc would both fland ftill in their 
own bound , and weight : but Nature afterward 
joyned them two together proportionably, and 
then (tirs them up by an intrinfecal hear, and fo 
they begin to contend one with the other , and 
each of them will callto its help its like, and fo 
they afcend and encreafe, until the Earth can af- 
gend no higher with them; in the mean time 
thofetwo by this retaining of che Earth are fub- 
tilized ; (for in that fubje&t of che Earth the Fire, 
and Water afcend inceflantly, and a& through 
the Pores which are referved, and which the Air 
prepares) and out of their fubtiliation proceed 
Flowers,and Fruit, in which they become friends, 
e you may fee in Trees; for by how much the 
bercer they are fubrilized, and purified by afcend- 
ing, fo much the better. fruit do they bring forth, 


í efpecjally if they end wich their vertues equally 


joyned togethers 
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Now then rhe things being purged, and cleanfe 
ed5 caufe that the Fire, and Warcr te made 
friends, which will eafily be done in their own 
earth , which did afcend with chem; and chen 
thou fhalein a fhorter time perfectir, then Na- 
ture could, if chou fhalt joynthem welltogether, 
according tothe weight of Nature, not as it was 
before, but as Nature requires, and as is needful: 
Becaufe Nature in all compofitions puts more of 
theother Elements chen of Fire: always the leaft 
part is Fire , but Nature according as fhe pleafeth, 
adds an extrinfecal Fire ro ftir up that intrinfecal 
according to more or lefs, in much or lictle time 5 
and according tothisif the Fire exceed, or be ex- 
ceeded, things perfect, or imperfei are made, as 
well in Minerals, asin Vegetables. The extrin- 
fecal Fire indeed doth not enter into the depth of 
the compofition effentially, buc only in vertue 5 
for the intrinfecal material Fire is ‘fufficient for it 
felf, if only it hath nourifhmenc, and che ex- 
erinfecal Fire is nourif{hment toit, and as it were 
Wood in refpeét of Elementary Fire, -and accor- 
ding to fuch a nourifhmenc it increafeth, and 1s 
multiplyed. Yet we muft rake heed, that there 
be not too much extrinfecal Fire, for if any one 
eats more then he is able, he ischoakeds: a great 
Flame devours a little Fire: the extrinfecal Fire 
muft be multiplicative, nourifhing, not devour- 
ing, fo things are perte€ted. Decoétion there- 
fore in every thing is the perfection: fo Nature 
adds vertue, and weight, and makes perfect. Buc 
becaufe ic ishard to add toa compound, fince it 
requires a lone labour, we advife that thou take 


away fo much of that which is fugerfluous, as is 
Ja need- 
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needful, and as Nature requires: The fuperflni- 
ties being removed mix them, chen Nature will 
fhew thee, what thou haft fougheafter. Thou 


allo fhalt: know, if Nature hath joined the Ele- ` 


ments well, or ill together , feeing all Elements 
confit in conjunctions, But many practitioners 
fow Scraw for Wheat; and fome both: and ma- 
ny caft away thar, whichthe Philofophers love: 
fome begin and end, becaufe of their inconftan= 
cy; they feek fora difficult Art, and an eafie la- 
bour; they caft away thebeft things, and fow 
the worft: but as this Art isconcealed in the Pre- 
face, fo alfois the Matter caft away in the begin- 
ning. Now we fay, that this Arc is nothing elfe, 
but the vertues of the Elements equally mixed : 
it isa natural equality of hot, dry, cold, moift; 2 
joining together of Male, and Female, which the 
fame Female begot, i.e. a conjun@ion of Fire, 
and the radical moifture of Metals, By confi- 
dering that the Mercury of Philofophers hath in 
it {elf ics own good Sulphur, more or lefs depura- 
ted, and deco¢ted by Nature, chou maift perfet . 
all things out of Mercury : burt if thou fhalt know 
to add thy weighrsto the weights of Nature, to 
double Mercury, and triple Sulphur, it- will 
quickly be terminated in goed, then in berter, un- 
tll inco beft of all: although there be bur one ap- 
pearing Sulphur, and two Mercuries, but of 
one Root’ not crude, nor too much boiled, 
yec purged , and diflolved , if thou haft under- 
ftood me. 

Tc isnot needful to defcribe the Matter of the 
Mercury of Philofophers, and the Matter of their 
Sulphur: no mortal Man ever could, or ever heres 


after 
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| after thall be able to defcribe ic more openly 
and clearly than it hath already been defcribed, 
and named by the ancient Philofophers, unlefs 
he will bean Anathema of the Art. For, it 15 
fo commonly named, that truly it is not e- 
fteemed of , therefore do Students of this Art 
bend their minds rather to other fubrilties, than 
abide 'in the fimplicity of Nature. We do 
not yet fay, that Mercury of Philofophers is a 
common thing, and openly named, but the Mat- 
ter of which Philofophers do make their Sul- 
phar, and Mercury: for the Mercury of Philo- 
fophers is not to be had of it felf upon the Earth, 
but it is brought forth by Arc out of Sulphur 
and Mercury joyned cogether; ic doth not come 
forth into light , for it is naked but yet is co- 
vered by Nature in a wonderful manner. To 
conclude,we fay,with repeating Sulphur and Mer- 
cury to be the Mine of our Quick-Silver ( but 
being joyned together ) thac Quick-Silver can 
diffolye Metals, kill chem and make them alive, 
which power it receivech from that fharp Sul- 
phur, which is of its own Nature. Bur that 
thou maift yer better conceive it , hearken to me 
whilft I cell chee the difference which is betwixt 
our Qaick-Silver and common Quick-Silver , 
or Mercury. Common Mercury doth noe dil- 
folve Gold or Silver , fo chat ic cannot be fepa- 
raced from thems but our Argent vive doth dif- 
folve Gold and Silver, and ‘is never feparated 
from them, but is as Water mixed with Wa- 
ter, -Common Mercury hath combuftible evil 
Sulphur , with which ic is made black : but % 
our Argent vive hath in it incombuftible Sul- 
phur, 
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phur, fixed, good, white and red. Common 
Mercury is cold and moift, our Mercury is hor 
and moift. Common Mercury makes Bodies 
black, and ftains them : our Argent vive makes 
Bodies white as Cryftal. Common Mercury is 
turned by Precipitation into a Citrine Powder , 
and an evil Sulphur: our Argent vive, by vertue 
of heat, into moft white Sulphur, good, fixed, 
and fluxible. Common Mercury by how much 
the more it is decoéted , the more fluxible it iss 
our Argent vive , by how much che more it is 
deco&ted , the more it is chickned. By chefe 
circumftances therefore thou maift confider how 
the Common Mercury differs from the Mercu- 
ry of Philofophers. If thou doft not yet un- 
derftand , do not expeét it; for no mortal man 
will ever {peak more plainly and clearly than 
we have done: but now of the Virtues of ic, 
Our Argent vive is of fuch Virtue, that it is 
of it fclf{ufficient for thee, and for it felt, with- 
out any addition of any extraneous thing, it is 
diflolved and congealed by.a Natural deco&ion 
only: but Philofophers, for brevities fake, add to 
it itsown Sulphur, well digefted and ripened, and 
fo they work. 

We could cite the Writings of Philofophers 
to confirm what we have faid; but becaufe we 
have wrote clearer things than are in their Wri- 
tings, they. need not any confirmation , he fhall 
underftand who looksinto other mens Writings. 
If therefore thou wilt follow our advice, we 
advife thee, that before thou fetceft chy felf to . 
this Art, in the firft place thou learn to hold 
thy congue, and that thou inquire into the Na- 

cure 
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ture of Mines and Metals, as-alfoof Vegetables ; 
for chou fhalt find our Mercury in every Subje@, 
and from all things the Mercury of Philofopliers 
may be extracted, although it be nearer in one 
Subje&t than in another. Know alfo for certain, 
that this Art is not placed in fortune, or cafual 
invention, but ina real Science, and chat there 
is buethisone Matter inthe World, by which, 
and of which the Philofophers Scone is made. Ie 
is indeed in all things, but in extraGting of it a 
mans Life would fail, and not be fufficient. Yee 
without the Knowledg of Natural things, efpe- 
cially in the Mineral Kingdom, thou fhalt be 
like a blind man that walketh by ufe. Truly 
fuch a one feeks after che Art but cafually ; and 
although, as ic oftentimes falls ouc, that a man 
may by chance fall upon the Matter of our 
Argent vive , yet then he ends the Work when 
he fhould begin; and fo as he found it out cafual- 
ly , he lofeth ic cafually , becaufe he knows not 
upon what he fhould ground his Intention. 
Therefore this Art is the Gift of the moft high 
God : and unlefs God reveals it by means of a good 
Wir, or Friend, it is hardly known: for wecan- 
not beall as Geber, nor as Lullius; And although 
Lulin was a man of a fubul Wic, yetif he had 
not received the Art from eArnoldus, certainly 
he had been like unto thofe which find the Art 
with difficulty : So alfo Arnolds confeflech chat 
he received it of a Friend. For it is eafie co write 
what Nature diftates: Ic is a Proverb, Jt t ea- 
fie to add to things already found out. Every Art 
and Science is eafieto the Mafter, butto a young 
Scholar not fo: and to find out rhis Arc there is 
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along time required, many Veflels, great Ex- 
pence, and continual Labour, with much Medi- 
tation , although to him that knows ic already 
all chings are eafie and light. To conclude there- 
fore, we fay, that this Art is the Gift of God a- 
lone, which being known, he muft alfo be prayed 
to,that he would give his Bleffing to the Arc; for 
without this divine Bleffing it would beof no ufe, 
and unprofitable, which we our felves have had 
experience of, feeing we have by reafon of this Art 
undergone great dangers, yea we have had more 
mifchief and misfortune by it than advantage: 
buc chere is a time whea men are wife too 


The Judgments of the Lord are a great depth. 
Yer Í admired at Divine Providence in thefe my : 
misfortunes: for I always had the Proteétion 
of our great Creator at hand, that no enemy 
could be too hard for me, or reprefsme. The 
Angel of che Lord of this Treafury hath al- 
ways been my Keeper, into which Treafury che 
moft High Creator hath fhut clofe this Trea- 
fure only, which he will always defend and 
fecure. For I have heard that my Enemies 
have fell into that {nare which they laid for me. 
They which would have taken away my Life © 
have loft their own; and fome of chem which 
would have taken away my Goods have loft 
Kingdoms: Moreover, 1 know many that would 
have decracted from my good Name, have pe- 
rifhed wich Difgrace. So great Prefervation 
have I always had from the great Creator of 
all chings, who prefently took me from my 
Mothers Womb, put me uader the fhadow of his 

Wings, 
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Wings, and infufed the Spirit of underftanding ell 
atural things, to whom be Praife and Glory, for 
ver andever. So great Bleffings have I received 
rom the moft high God our Creator, that ic is 
mpoffible not only for my Pen, but my Mind to 
comprehend. God {carce ever conferred upon any 
mortal man greater chings,yea fcarce fogreac. I 
wifh I had {o much Affections, fo much Spirit, 
Eloquenceand Wifdom, that I might render meer 
thanks to him; for I know we have not defer- 
ved fo great things, only this I believe my felf to 
be, that in him alone I have always crufted, do 
truftand fhall truft. For I know that there is no 
mortal man is able co help me, only this God, and 
our Creator ; for it is a vain thing co truft in Prin- 
ces, becaufe they are men (asfaith the P/almift ) 
and that all thefe have their Breath of Life 
from God, and this being taken away they are 
Duft; but icisa fafe and fecure thing ro truftin 
the Lord God, from whom, as from the Fountain 
of Goodnefs, all good things do moft abundantly 


flow. Thou therefore chat defireft to attain to this ? 


Art, in the firft place puc thy whole cruft in God 
thy Creator,and urge him by thy Prayers,and then 
affuredly believe that he will not forfake thee: for 
if God fhall know that thy Heart is fincere, and 
thy whole truft is put in him,he will by one means 
or another fhew thee a way , and affift chee in it, 
thac chou fhalt obtain thy defire. The Fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of Wifdom. Pray, but yet 
work : God indeed gives Underftanding, but chou 
muft know how and when to ufeic: for asa good 
Linderftanding and a good Opportunity are the 
Gifts of God , fo alfo is the punifhment of fin, 
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when a good Oppormnicy is omitted. But to res 
turn co eur purpofe; we fay, that Argent vive is 
che firt Matter of that Work, and truly nothing 
elle ; wharfoever is added to it arifech from ite 
We have faid oftentimes chat all thingsin che 
world are made and generated of the three Prin- 
ciples ; but we purge fome things from their acci-g 
dents, and being purged , join them together as . 
gain; and by adding what isto be added, we 
fupply what is defective,and by imitating Nature, 
we boil them to the higheft degree of perfection, 
which Natvre could by reafon of accidents never 
do, and fo ended where Art muft begin. More- 
over, if thou defire{t to imitare Nature , imitate 
her in thofe things in which the works. And let 
it not trouble thee thar our Writings feem to con- 
cradict one another in fome places; for fo it muft 
be, left rhe Art be too plainly difclofed: Bur do 
thou make choice of thole things which agree with 
Nature, take the Rofes, and leave the Prickles. If 
thou doft intend to make a Meal, ler a Metal be 
thy ground work, becaufe of a Dog is generated 
nothing but a Dog, and of Metal nothing but a 
Metal: for know for certain, if chou fhale not take 
out of Metal the radical moifture , well feparated 
thou (hale never do any thing; without Grains of 
Wheat thou fhalt cill thy Ground in vain: thereis 
but one thing, bur one Art, but one Operation. — 
If therefore chou wilt produce a Metal, chou fhalc 
ferment witha Metal; andif chou wilt producea 
Tree, let theSeed of cheTree be thy Ferment. There 
is,as we {aid,but one Operation,and befidet there 
is none orher that is true, All they cherefore are 


miftaken, that fay, that any particular thing, be- 
- fides 
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a Boughis not to be had but from the trunk of a 
Tree: Ie isan impoffible and fenflefs thing to go 
about to produce a Bough ; it is eafier to make 
che Elixir ic felf than any particular thing,alchough 
moft fimple, that will be advantageous, and 
abide a naturalexamination and tryal. Yee there 
be many char boaft they can fix Silver, but ic were 
better fo chem if they could fix Lead or Tin, fee- 
ing in my judgment it is all one labour, becaufe 
they donot refift the tryal of the fire, whilft chey 
abide in their own Nature; but Silver isin ics Nas 
ture fixed enough, and needs not any fophiftical 
fixation. But {ceing there are as many opinions as 
men, we will leave every one to his own opinion : 
Lec him char will not follow our Counfel, and 
imitate Nature, continue in his errour, Indeed 
particulars may eafily be made, if you have a Tree, 


whofe young Twigs may be graffed into divers. 


Trees; asif you have one Water, divers kinds of 
Fleth may be boiled in it, and according to the di- 
verficy of the Flefh the Broth hath irs taft, and 


this from the fame Foundation. We conclude 


therefore that there is but one Nature, as well in- 


Metals as in other things, but her Operation is 
various; alfothere is one univerfal Matter accor- 
ding to Hermes. So from this one thing all things 
proceed. Yetthere be many Artificers who follow 
every one hisown fancy: They feek a new Na- 
ture,and new Matter ; and inconclufion they find 
anew nothing, becaufe they interpret the Writings 


of Philofophers not according tothe poffibilicy of * 


Nature, buc the Lecter. But all chefeare of that 
Affembly, of which mention hath been made in 
the 
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the Dialogue of Mercury with the Alchymift ; 
who return home without any Conclufion ; they 


‘look after the end, without any medium, or in- 


deed beginning; and che reafon of this is, becaufe 
they endeavour nor to attain to the Arc out of the 
Principles and Grounds of Philofophers, and rea- 
ding of the Books of Philofophers, but from Re- 
ports, and Receipts of Mountebanks: (although 
now indeed the Books of Philofophers are perhaps 
deftroyed by the envious, by adding in fome pla- 
ces, and detracting in others) afterwards, when 
things do not fucceed, they betake themfelves to 
Sophiftications, and affay divers vain Operations , 
by making whites, by making reds, by fixing Sil- 


. ver, and extracting out the Soul of Gold; which 


in the Preface of the Book of the Twelve Treacifes 
hath been fufficiencly denied. We donot deny, 
yea, we do fay, thar it is altogether. neceflary, thae 
the Merallick Soul be extracted, but not for any 
Sophiftical Operation , buc for the Philofophical 
Work, which being excra€ted and purged, muft a= 
gain be reftored to its own Body,that there may be 
a true refurreCtion of aglorified Body. This was 
never our purpofe to be able to multiply Wheat 
without the Seed of Wheat,burc that chat extraGed 
Soul be ablein a fophiftical way to cinge another 
Meral, know thar itis a thing moft falie, and that 
all chofe that boaft of doing it are Cheaters: buc 
of chat more fully in the third Principle of Salt, 
fince here is nog place for any further Difcourfe. 
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SULPHUR: 


He Philofophets have noc undeferved- 
ly placed Sulphur inthe firft place 
amoneft the three Principles, as- be- 
ing the moft worthy Principle, in dhe 

_ knowledge of which che whole Are 
confifts, Now there isa threefold Sulphur, and 
that isto be chofen above.the reft : a Sulphur. ing- 
ing, or colouring : a Sulphur congealing Mercus 
ry: the third is effential, and ripening. Of which 
we ought to treat ferioufly ; but becaufe we have 
fet forth oneof the Princioles by way of Diae 
logue, foalfo we fhall conclude the reft, left we 
fhould feem to be partial, and detra& from either 
of them. Sulphur is more mature then any of 
the other Principles, and Mercury is not coagula- 
ted but by Sulphur: therefore our whole opera- 
ion inthis Arc is nothing elfe bucroknow how 
o draw forth that Sulphur out of Metals, by 
which our Argent vivein the bowels of che Earth 
s congealed into Gold, and Silver: which Sul- 
hur indeed isin this work in ftead of the Males 
out the Mercury in ftead of the Female. Of the 
om pofition, and acting of thefetwo are generated 
he Mercuries of Philofopherss 
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We told you inthe Dialogue of Mercury with 
the Alchymift, of an Affembly of Alchymifts 
ehat were met together co confule out of what 
Marcer, and how the Pailofophers Stone is to be 
made, and how thacby the misfortune of a tem- 
p< ft chey werewithouc any eonclufion difperfed al- 
moft through rhe whole World. | For there arofe 
a {trong tempeh, and very great Wind, which 
difperfed chem all abroad, and fo blowed through 
forne of their Heads, thar till this time they can- 
moc yet recover themfelves, by means of Which 
divers forts of Worms are bred in their Brains. 
Now there were amonegft them Men of divers 
Opinions, and conditions, and among the reft 
there wasthis Alchymift, which in this Treatife 
I (hall difcourfe of: he was otherwife a good 
Man, but without a conclufion, or unrefolveds 
alfo of the number of thofe who propound to 
themfelves to find ‘out the Philofophers Stone cafu- 
ally, and he was Companion to chat Philofopher 
who difpuced with Mercury. Now this man 
faid, If ic had been my fortune to have {poke 
with Mercury , I fhould have fithed him dry in 
few words; thatother, faith he, was a foole, he 
knew not how to: proceed with him. Mercury in- 
ceed never pleafed me, neither indeed do I think: 
there is any good in ic: but I approve of Sulphur, 
becaufe at chat meeting we difcourfed moft excel- 
lencly of it if that tempeft had noc difturbed us, 
we had concluded that that had beenthe firft Mat- 
rer, for ] am not wont co trouble my felf wich 
lighcaad trivial matters, my Head is full of pro- 
found Imaginations. And fobeing full of confi- 
dence he refolves to work in Sulphur, he began 

therefore 
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therefore co diftil it, ro fublime, calcine, co fix ic, 
to make Oyl per Campanam of it, fometimes by 
it felf, and fometimes with Cryftals , and Egg- 
{hels , and he tryed divers other Operations a- 
bourit: and when he had {pene much time and 
cofts, and could find nothing to his purpofe, he 
was fad,and being in a miferable perplexity pafled 
over many nights without fleep; alfo oftentimes 
he wenr forth out of the City, co behold things , 
that he might the more conveniently devife fome- 
thing that was certain in his operation: Now ıt 
fell out upon a time, as he was walking up and 
down , he fell into an extafie with beholding of 
things, and came unto a certain green Wood, ve- 
ry full of all manner of things ; in which were 
Mines of all Minerals and Metals, and all kinds 
of Beafts and Birds, and abundance of Trees, 
Herbs,and Fruit: there alfo were divers Conduits 
of Water; for in thofe places there was no Wa- 
ter to be had, bur what was brought thither by 
divers Inftruments and Pipes, and this by divers 
CArtificers from divers places: thart was the chiefeft, 
and clearer than the reft, which was drawn by the 
Beams of the Moon; and this was procured only 
for the Nymph of the Wood. There alfo did 
feed Bullsand Rams, and the Shepherds were two 
young men, whom the Alchymift asking, faid, 
Whofe Wood is this ? whom they anfwered, fay- 
ing, This isthe Wood and Garden of our Nymph 
Venus. The Alchymift walksup and down init, 
and the place pleafed him well,bur yec he did ftill 
think of his Sulphur ; and fo being weary of wal- 
‘king, and in a fad condition fate by the fide of 
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‘the Channel, under a certain Tree, and began to ` 
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lament moft miferably, bewailing his Time and 
Charges which he {pent in vain with operating , 
(he could not elfe have deceived others, but have 
damnified himfelf only) and faid, What is this ? 
all men fay icis a thing common, of {mall efteem, 


- eafie, and Į am a learned man,& I cannot find out 


this wretched Stone. And fo in his lamentation 
he began to curfe Sulphur, becaufe he had fpent 
fo much coft and Jabour in vainupon him: and 
Sulphur alfo was in that Wood, bur this was un- 
known to the Alchymift. Whilft he was thus 
lamenting he heard this Voice as ic were of fome 
oldman: Friend, Why dch thou curfe Sulphur ? 
The Alchymift looked every way round about 
him, and feeing no body, was afraid. Buc that 
Voice faid tohim again, Friend , why are thou fo 
fad? The Alchymift taking courage faid, Sir, 
The hungry man is always thinking upon Bread, 
fo dod alwaysupon the Philofophers Stone. Vox, 
And why doft thou curfe Sulphur ? Ach. Sir, 
I believed that thar was the firt Matter of the 
Philofephers Stone , and therefore in working 
upon it many years, I {pent much, and could not 
find that Stone. Vox. Friend, truly I know that 
Sulphur is the trae and principal Subject of the 
Philofophers Stone, but I know not thee, nor 


„any thing of thy labour and intention: thou doft 


without caufe curfe Sulphur; becaufe he is in 
cruel prifons, aad cannot be at hand to every bo- 
dy ; deeing heis pur bound in a moft dark dun- 
gcon, and goes nor forth, but whither his Keepers 
carry him, Ach. And why is he impriloned ? 
Vox, Becaufehe would be obedient to every Al- 
chymift, and do what they would have him, 

contrary 
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contrary to his Mothers will, who forbad him to 
obey any, buc fuch as knew her, wherefore fhe 
put him into Prifon, and commanded that his 
tect fhould be bound , and fet Keepers over him, 
that without their knowledg and pleafure he 
fhould go no whither, Alch. O wretch! for 
this reafon he could not come to me: truly his 
Mother doch him great wrong: and when fhall 
he be let oue of thole Prifons? Vox, O friend ! 
The Sulphur of Philofophers cannot go forth 
hence but in along time, and with a grear deal 
of labour. Alch. Sir! And who be his Keepers 
that keep him ? Vox, Friend ! His Keepers are 
of the fame ftock, bur Tyrants, Alch. And 
who are thou, and how art thou called? Vox. 
Tam Jadg and Governor of che Prifons, and 
my Name is Saturn. Alch. Then Sulphur is 
kept in thy Prifons. Vox. Sulphur indeed is 
kept in my Prifons, buche hath other Keepers. 
eAlch. And what doth he do in the Prifons? 
Vox. He doth whatfoever his Keepers will have 
him. Alch, And what canhe do? Vox, Heis 
che maker of athoufand things, and is the hearr 
of all things ; he knows howto make Metals bet- 
ter, and corrects Minerals, ceacheth Animals un- 
derftanding, knows how to make all kind of 
Flowers in Herbs, and Trees, and is chief over 
them, corrupts the Air, which he amends again: 
he isthe Maker of all Odours, and Painter of all 
Colours, Aleh, Out of what Matter doth he 
make Flowers? Vox, His Keepers afford Matter, 
and Veffels, but Sulphur digefts che Matter, and 
according to the variety cf his digeftion, and 
weight, various Flowers, and Odours are produ- 
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ced. eAlch, Isheold? Pox, Friend, Know that 
Sulphur isthe vercue of allchings, and is the fe- 
cond by birth, but yet older chen all things, 
{tronger, and more worthy, yet an obedient 
child. Alch. Sir, How ishe known? Vox, Di- 
vers ways, but beft by the State of the Vitals in 
Animals, by the colour in Metals, by the odour 
in Vegetables: without him his Mother works 
nothing. Alch, Is hethe fole Heir, or hath he 
Brethren ? Vox, His Mother hath but only one 
Son like him, hisother Brethren are affociated 
with evil things, he hath a Sifter which he loves, 
and is again beloved by her, for fhe isasic were a 
Mother to him, Alch, Sir, is he every where uni: 
form? Vox, According to his Nature, but he is 
changed in che Prifons; yet his heart is always 
pure, but his Garments are ftained, Alch. Sir, 
Washe ever at libercy ? Vox, Yea, efnecially in 
thofe times when there were fuch wife Men, be- 
twixt whom, and his Mother there was great fa- 
miliarity and friendfhip, -4/ch, And who were 
they ? Vex, There were very many: There was 
Hermes, who was as it were one with his Mother: 
after him were many Kings, and Princes, as alfo 
many other wife men, in ages fince, as Ariffotle, 
Avicen, &c. who fet him at liberty : Thefe knew 
how to unloofe hisbonds. Alch. Sir, whacdid — 
hegivecthem for fetting him at liberty ? Mox, He 
gave them three Kingdoms: for when any doth 
unbind him, and releafehim, then he overcomes 
his Keepers, which before did govern in his King- 
dome, and delivers chem being bound to him 
that releafed him, for to be his Subjects, and 
gives him their Kingdomes to poffefs: but thac 
| which 
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which is more; in his Kingdom is a Looking- 
glafs, in which is feen the whole World. Who- 
foever looks in this Glafs may fee, and learn init 
three parts of che wifdom of the whole World, 
and {o fhall become very wife in chefe three King- 
doms; fach were Ariffotle, Avicen, and many 
others, who as.wellas they before them, faw in 
this Glafs how the World was made: By this 
they learned what were the influences of che Ce- 
leftial vertuesupon inferiour Bodies, and how 
Nature by the weight of Fire compounds chings ; 
as alfo the motion of the Sun, and Moon: efpe= 
cially that univerfal motion , by which his Mother 
isgoverned: by thisthey knew the degrees of heat, 
cold, moifture, drynefs, and the veriues of Herbs,. 
and indeed of all things, whence they became: 
moft excellent Phyficians. And truly, un'efs a 
Phyfician be fuch an oneas knows,why this Herb, 
or that, is hot, dry, or moift in this degree, not out 
of the Books of Galen, or Avicen, but out of the 
original of Nature, from whence cheyalfo un- 
derftood thefe things , he cannot bea well groun- 
ded Phyfitian. Allcthefe thingsthey diligently 
confidered , and bequeathed their Writings to 
their Succeffors , that men might be ftirred up to 
Studies of ahigher Nature , and learn how to fee 
Sulphur ac liberty, and unloofe his bonds: but 
Men of this age take their Writings for a fuflacienc 
ground, and authority, and feek no further; and 
it fufhcech them if they know how to fay, fo faith 
eAriftotle, or, thus faith Galen, eAlch. And 
what fay you, Sir, can an Herb be known without 
an Herbal? P ox, Thofe ancient Philofophers 
wrote their Receipts out of the very Fountain of 
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Nature. Alch. How Sir >- Vox, Know that all 
thingsin the Earth, and upon the Earth, are ge- 
s erated, and produced of three Principles; fome- 
times of two, to which the third is joined : he 
thereforethat knows thefe chree Principles; and 
che weight’of them , how Nature joyns them to- 
gether, may be’ eafily able by deco&tion to un- 
derftand the degree of Fire in the Subje&t, whe- 
ther well, orill, or indifferently decoéted , and 
that according to more or lefs: For all Vegetable 
things are known by thofe, who know the three 
Principles, Alch. And how is this dene? Vox, 
By fight, taft, and {mell ; inand from thefe three 
Senfes are gathered the three Principles of things, 
and the degrees of their digeftions.’ Aleh. Sir; 
They fay thae Sulphur isa Medicine. Vox, Yeas 
and the Phyfician himfelf, and to chem that fet 
him free from Prifon , by way of thankfulnefs he 
gives his Blood for a Medicine. Alch. Sir, the 
univerfal Medicine being had, how long may a 
Man preferve himfelf from death? Vox, Even 
tothe term of death: bur this Medicine muft te 
taken cautionfly , for many wife men have been 
deftroyed by it before their time. Alch. And 
what fay you Sir, Is ic poifon? Vox, Haft not 
thou heard that a great Fire will deftroy a little 
one ? There weremany Philofophers, which re- 
ceived the Art from other mens experience, which 
did not fo throughly fearch intothe vertue of the 
Medicine; yea, by how much the more power- 
full, fubsiler che Medicine was, ic feemed ro them 
to bethe more wholfomes and if one grainof it 
can pals chrough many thonfands of mietals, much 
more mans Body. Aleh. Sirhow then muftit be 
fas. . a ae a 1 - ae % uled ? 
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ufed ? Vox, It muft be fo ufed, that ic rnay 
{trengthen the Natural hear, but not overcome it. 
Alch. Sir, I know how to make fuch a Medicine. 
Vox, Thouart happy if thou doft know. For 
the blood of chat Sulphur is that intrinfecal vercue 
and ficcity that turns, and congeals Quick-filver, 
and all Metals into Gold, and Mens Bodies into 
health. ` A/ch, Sir I know how to make oyl of 
Sulphur, which is prepared with calcined Cry- 
ftals; I know alfo another, which isdone by a 
Bell. Pox, Certainly then thou art a Philofo- 
pher of that Affembly; for chou doft under- 
ftand, and expound my words aright, as alfo, 
unlefs I am deceived, of all che Philofophers. 
Alch. Sir, is not this oyl the blood of Sulphur? 
Vox, O Friend! the blood of Sulphur is not 
given to any but rto thofe, who know how to fet 
him free from Prifon. Aleh. Sir, doth Sulphur 
know any thing in the Metals? Vox, I told thee, 
thar he knowsall things, and efpecially in Metals, 
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but his Keepers Know thac there he could be eafily - 


fér at liberty, wherefore they keep him there 
bound fat in moft {trong Prifons, fo thas he 
cannot breach, and they are afraid lefthe fhould 
come into the Kings Palace. -4/ch. 1s he impri- 
foned fo in all Metalls 2? Vox, In alls but noc 
alike, in fome not fo ftri&ly. Alch. Sir, and 
why in Metals in fuch a tyrannical manner? Vox. 
Becaufe he would ftand in awe of them no long- 
er, when he fhall once come to his Kingly Pa- 
laces, for then hecan be feen, and look freely 
out of the windows ; becaufe there he isin his 
proper Kingdom, although not yet ashe defires. 
Alch, Sir, and what doth he eat ? Vox, His meat 
-~ elle > “6 
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is Wind, when he isat liberty, ic is deco@ed ; 
butin Prifon he is conftrained to eatit raw, Aleh. 
Sir, Can thofe enmities beewixt him and his Keep- 
ersbe reconciled? Vox, Yes, if any one were fo 
wife. dich. Why doth not he treat with them 
concerning a pacification? Vox, That hecannot 
do by himfelf, becaufe prefently he waxeth hoe 
with anger, and rages Alch. Lethimdo it by a 
Commiffioner. Vex, Certainly he would be the 
moft happy Man inthe World, and worthy of 


eternal memory , who could tell how co make, 


peace betwixt chem ; bur this no man can do but 
he that is very wife, and can agree with his Mo- 
ther, and have co-intelligence wich hers for if 
they were Friends , one would not hinder the o- 
ther, but joining their forces together would 
makethings immortal. Truly he that would re- 
concile chem together would be aman worthy, to 
be confecrared to eternity. A/ch, Sir, I will com- 
pofe thofe differences betwixt them, and freehim, 
Í amin other matters a manvery learned, and 
wife: Befides, I am very good at operations. 
Vox, Friend, I fee truly chat thou art big enough 
and thou hafta great Head, but I know not whe- 
ther thou canftdo thofe thingsorno. Aleh. Sir, 
Perhaps thou art ignorant of what the Alchymifts 
know , in mater of treaty they have alwayes che 
better of ic, and truly I am nor the laft , fo that 
hisenemies will but treat with me, if chey will 
treat, affure your felf that they will have the 
worft. Sir, believe me, the Alchymifts know how 
co treat, if they only will but treat wich me, 
Sulphur fhall prefently be ac liberty. Xox, I 
like your judgment well, Fhear chat you are ap- 
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provedof. Alch. Sir, Tell me if this be the true 
Sulphur of the Philofophers? Vox, This truly is 
Sulphur, but whether ic be che Philofopher, that 
belongs to thee to know. Ihave faidenough to 
thee concerning Sulphur. Aleh. Sir, If I can 
find his Prifons, fhall I be able co fec him ar li- 
berty ? Vox, If thou knoweft well, chou fhalt ; 
for it is eafier to free him chen find them. Alch. 
Sir, I befeech thee tell me but this, if I find 
him , fhall I make the Philofophers {tone of him? 
Vox, O Friend! Itis norfor meto judge, do 
thou look to that, yetif thou knoweft his Mo- 
ther , and followeft her, Sulphur being at liber- 
ty, the Stone is at hands, Ach. Sir, in whae 
Subje& is this Sulphur ? Vox, Know for certain 
that this Sulphur is of great vertue ; his Mine are 
all things in the World , for he is in Metals, 
Herbs, Trees, Animals, Stones, and Minerals. 
Alch. And what Devil is able to find him out lys 
ing hid amongft fo many things, and Subjeés ? 
Tell me che matter our of which the Philofophers 
take him. Vox, Friend, thou comeft coo neer, 
yer that I may fatisfie thee , know that Sulphur 
isevery where, bur fhe hath fome certain Pala- 
ces, where fhe is wont to give audience to the 
Philofophers ; but the Philofophers adore him 
{wimming inhisown fea, and playing with Vul- 
cans when the Philofophers go to him unknown 
in hisvile garments. Aleh. Sir, in the Sea, why 
then ishe not mine, fince he ishid here fo neer ? 
Vox, I told thee that his Keepers put him into 
moft dark Prifons, left chou fhouldft fee him 
for heisin one fubjeét alone, bucif thou haft 
spt found him at home , thow wilt {carce ~ 
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himin Woods. But donot thou defpare in find- 
ing of him out: į telltheeofacruth, chat heisin 
Gold, and Silver moft perfect, but in Argent 
vive moft eafy. Alcb. Sir, I would very wil- 
lingly make the Philofophers Stone. Pox. Thou 
defireft a good thing , Sulphur alfo would wil- 
lingly be out of bonds) And fo Saturn departed. 
Now a deep fleepfeafed uponthe Alchymift, be- 
ing weary, and there appeared to him this Vi- 
fion, He faw in that Wood a fountain full of 
Water, about which wa!ked Sal, and Sulphur, 
contending one withthe other, until at laft they 
began to fight; and Sal gave Sulphur an incurable 
wound, outof which wound, in ftead of blood, 
there came out Water, asit were moft white milk, 
andic became tobe a great River. Then out of 
that Wood came forth Diana a moft beautiful 
Virgin , who beganto wath her felf in that Ri- 
ver : whom a certain Prince, 2 mof ftout man 
(and greater then his fervanes) paffing by, and 
fecing» began toadmire at her beauty; and be- 
caufe fhe was of a like Nature with him, he be- 
came enamoured with her , which when fhe per- 
ceived, fhe wasinflamed with love towards him. 
Wherefore as it were falling intoa{woun fhe be- 
gan co be drowned: which that Prince feeimg, 
commanded his Servants to help her ; but they 
were all afraid cto go to the River; to whom 
the Prince faid, Why do you not help Diana 
that Virgin? To whom they replyed, Sir, this 
River is indeed little, and asic were dryed up, but 
moft dangerous, Once upon atime we were wil- 
ling to go into it without thy knowledg , ‘and we 
hardly efcaped che danger of eternal death ; We 

now 
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know alfo that others that were our predeceffors 
perifhed in ir, Thenthe Prince himfelf laying 
afide his thick Mantle , even as he was armed, 
leaped into the River, and to help fair Diana he 
Mretched forth hishand to her; whobeing wil- 
ling to fave her felf , drew alfo the Prince him- 
felf to her , and fo were both drowned. A little 
after their Souls came out of the River, flying 
above the River, and faid, Ic was welldone of 
us, for elfewe could not have been freed from 
thofe bodies which are polluted, and ftained.

Anime, Notinto fuch filthy bodies , buc 
when they be purged , and this River fhall be 
throughly dryed up by the hear of the Sun, and 
this Province fhall be often tried by che Air.

Whar fhall you do inthe mean time. enim. 
Here wethall fly upon the River till chofe Clouds 
and Tempcfts {hall ceafe. In che mean time che 
Alchymift fell into a more defired dream of his 
Sulphur ; and behold there appeared to him ma- 
ny Alchymifts coming to thar place to feek after 
Sulphur, and when they found the carcafe of that 
Sulphur which was flain by Sal, by the Fountain, 
they divided-it amoneft chemfelves: which when 
the Alchymift faw he alfo took a part with them ; 
aud fo every one of chem returned home, and bc- 
ganto workin that Sulphur, and till this day 
they do not give over. But Saturn meets this 
Alchymift, and faith to him, Friend, how 
is ic wich thee? Alck. OSir, I have feen ma- 
ny wonderful things, my Wife would {carce 
believe them; now alfo I have found Sulphur, 
I befeech you Sic help, lec us make the

Then they took that 
Sulphur, which the Alchymift found, and they 
did whac the Alchymift would havedone, they 


began to work diverswayes, and to make experi- 


ments of Sulphur in divers ftrange kind of Fur- 
naces , which the Alchymift had : butin the con- 
clufion of every operation there was brought 
forth nothing bur Matches, fuch as old women 
ufually fell to light Candles withal. Then they 
began a new work, and fublimed, and calcined 
Sulphur according to the Alchymifts pleafure; 
but in what way foever they worked ir, it fuccee- 
ded as before, for ftill they made nothing bur 
Matches; then faid the Alchymift to Saturn, 
Truly Sir, I feeic will not fucceed according co 
my fancy, I befeech thee do thou work alone, 
what thou knoweft. Then Saturn faid, fee then, | 
and learn. He then took two Mercuries of a 
differing fubftance, but of one original, which 
Saturn wathed in his own urine, andcalled them 
Salphurs of Sulphurs, and mixed the fixed with 
the volatile , and the compoficion being made , he 
put it into its proper vefiel, and left che Sulphur 
ihould fly away , he fer a keeper over him , a 
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chen put him into a bath of a moft gentle hear, 
according as the matter required; and he made 
all things very well. Then chey made the Phi- 
lofophers Stone, becaufe of the true matter a 
cruething muft needsbe made. The Alchymift 
being very glad took the Stone with che Glafs, and 
beholding the colour thereof, which was like 
burnt Blood, he wasamazed, andiby reafon of 
too much joy he began to leap, in which leaping 
the Glafs fell out of his hands upon the ground, 
and wasbroken. And fo Saturn vanifhed away. 
The Alchymift alfo being awaked out of his 
dream, found ncthinginhis hands but Matches 
which he made of Brimftone : but the Scone flew 
away, and doth ftill ly ; whence it is called Vos 
latile: and fothat miferable Alchymift learned 
nothing elfe by that Vifion but how to make 
Marches: who afterwards laying afide the Stone, 
became to bea Phyficians by fearching after the 
Stone of the Philofophershe got the Stone of the 
Kidneys. Laftof all he led fuch a life, as fuch 
kind of Alchymifts are wont to do who forthe 
moft part become Phyfitiansy or Quackfalvers, 
which thing will happen to all, who betake 
themfelves to the Art cafvally without any foun-~ 
dation, but only by hearfay, or by means of 
Receipts. 


Some of them, when things facceed not, fay + 
Weare wile men, we hear that the grafs grows, if 
the Arc were true we fhould have had it before 

-other men: And fo have brazen faces, left we 
fhould be accounted undeferving Men (as indeed 
they ares and alfo perverfe) contemn, and at 
7 | value 
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value the Art. This Science hates fuch Men; and 
alwayes fhews them the beginning in the end. 
Now we grant untöche unworthy, thatthis Are 
is nothing, but to che lovers of vertue, and che 
true Searchers, and Sonsof Wifdom, we do moft 
highly commend it, and doaffirmit not only to 
be true , but altogether the trueft: which fome- 
timeswe havereally made good before men wor- 
thy of fuch a fight, I fay before Men of high, 
and low condition: ( yet chis Medicine was not 
made by us, but received from a friend, and yee 
moft true) for the fearching out of which we 
have (ufficiently inftruéted the Searchers thereof s 
whom if our Writings do not pleafe, let them 
read thofe of other Authors, which are eafier, 
but with this Caution, that whatfoever they thall 
‘read, they fhall alwayés compare it with the 
poffibility of Nature, left they affay any ching 
contrary to Nature. Neither let chem believe, al- 
though it were written inthe Books of Philofo- 
phers , that Fire burns noc, becaufe thisis con- 
trary to Nature: burif icbe wrie, that Fire hath 
a drying and heating faculty, thisis ro be believ- 
ed, becaufe ic is according to Nature: for Na- 
turedoth alwayes agree witha found judgments 
and in Nature there is nothing difficult, all truth 
is plain. Then alfo ler them learn , what things 
in Nature are of affinity wich each other, which 
we conceive may be eafier done by our Writings, 
then any other, feeing we think we have wrote 
fufficiently, until ome other fhall come, who thall 
fet down the whole receipt fo plain, asto make 
Cheefe of Milk, which is nor lawful for us to do. 
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But that I may not dire all things I fay to the 
new beginner only, we fhall fay fomething to you 
allo who now have pafled over thefe painful la- 
bours, Have you {feen thatCountrey, where a 
man marryed a wife, whofe nuptials were celebra- 
ted in the houfe of Nature? have you underftood 
how the vulgar wich you have feen‘this Sulphur 2 
If therefore you will thar old. women thould 
Practife your Philofophy, thew the dealbation 
of your Sulphurss fay unto the vulgar, Come and 
fee, for now the water is divided, and Sulphur is 
come out ; he will return white, and congeal the 
Waters, Burn cherefore Sulphur from incumbu- 
ftible Sulphur, then wafhic, makeir white, and 
red, until Sulphur become Mercury, and Mercury 
be made Sulphur , which afer fords you fhall 
beaucifie with the foul of Gold: For if you do 
not fublime Sulphur from Sulphur, and Mercury 
from Mercury, you have nor yet found out the 
Water, which out of Sulphur, and Mercury is 
created by way of diftillarion ; he doth not afcend 
that doth nordefcend. Whacfoever in this Art is 
remarkable, by many is loft in the Preparation, 
for our Mercury is quickned with Sulphur, elfe 
it would be of noufe. A Prince without a Peo- 
ple isunhappy ; fo isan Alchymift without Sul- 
phurand Mercury. If thou haft underftood’me, 
J have faid enough. 4 
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Very Searcher of this Art muftin the 
firft place with a mature judgment exa- 
~F mine the creation, operation, and ver- 
MA ues of the four Elements together with 
their actings: forif he be ignorant of the original, 
and Nature of thefe, he fhall not come to the 
knowledg of the Principles, neither fhall he know 
thetrue matter a£ the Stone, much lefs attain to 
any good conclufion ; becaufe every end istermina- 
ted upon its beginning, He that well knows what 
he begins, fhall well know what thall be the end. 
For the original of the Elementsis the Chaos, out 
of which God-the Maker of all things created, 
and feparated the Elements, which belongs ta God 
alone: but our of the Elements Nature produ- 
eeth the Principles of things, and this is Natures. 
work, through the will of God alone: Out of 
the Principles Nature afterwards produceth Mine- 
rals, and all things : out of which the Artftalfo 
by imitating Nature can do ‘many’ wonderful 
things. Becaufe Nature out of chefe Principles, 
which are Salt, Sulphur and Mercury, doth pro- 
duce Minerals, and Metals, and all kinds of things 
and it doth not fimply produce Metals outof che 
Elements, but by Principles, which are the me- 


dium betwixt ihe Elements, and Metals: There- - 
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fore if Nature doth nor make thofe things much 
lefs fhall Arre And not only in this example, buc 
alfoin every natural procefs a middle dilpofition 
isto be obferved. Wherefore herein this Trea- 
tife we have fufficiently defcribed the Elements, 
their aGtings, and operations, as alfothe original 
of the Principles (becaufe hicherto no Philofopher 
hath-difcovered things more cleerly) that the well 
minded fearcher might the more eafily confider in 
what degree the Stone differs from Merals, and 
Metals from Elements. For there is a difference 
betwixt Gold and Water, but lefs betwixt Water 
and Mercury ; and leaft of all becwixe Mercury 
and Gold. For the houfeof Goldis Mertury, 
and the houfe of Mercury is Water: but Sulphur 
is that which coagulates Mercury ; which Sulphur 
indeed ismoft difficuldy prepared , but more dif- 
ficulely found out. For in the Sulphur of Philofo- 
phers this fecret confifts, which alfo is contained 
inthe inward rooms of Mercury , of whofe pre- 
paration, without which it is unproficable, we 
fhall difcourfe hereafter in the third Principle of 
falc, feeing here we treat of che vertue, and ori- 
ginal, not Praxis, of Sulphur. 
+ Wherefore now we have not writ this Treatife 
that we would difprove any of the ancient Philo” 
fophers , but rather confirm their Writings, and 
{upply chofe things, which they have omitted : 
fecing that Philofophers themfelves were but mer; 
they could not be accurate in all chings , neither is 
one mañ fufficienc for all things. Miracles alfo 
have feduced fome men from the right way of Na- 
ture, as weread happened in Albertes Magne 
-amoft witty Philofopher; who writ, thacin hts

times there were grains of Gold found berwixt the 
ceethof adead man in his grave. Hecould not 
find out this Miracle, but judged it to bz byrea-, 
fon of the Mineral vertue in man, being confirmed 
an hisopinion by that faying of Morien: And 
this (Matter, O King, is extrafled from thee: 
but this is erroneous, for Afories was pleafed to 
underftand thofe things Philofophically. For the 
Mineral vertue is placed in its own Kingdom, as 
the Animal is inits Kingdom , as in the Book of 
the Twelve Treatifes we have diftinguifhed thofe 
Kingdomes, and divided them into three King- 
domes; becaufe every one of chefe without the 
ingréfsof any other thing ftandsin it felf, and is 
multiplyed, Iris true indeed that inthe Animal 
Kingdom, Mercury is as the Mazer, snd Sul- 
phur asthe vertue , but the Animal is nor Minc- 
ral. The vertue“of the Animal Sulphur f it 
were not in man, itcould not congeal the blcud 
Mercury into flefh , and bones: fo alfo if there 
were nota vertue of the Vegetable Sulphur in the 
Vegetable Kingdom, itcould not coagulate Wa- 
ter, or the Vegetable Mercuryinto Herbs, and 
Trees. So alfo itisto be underftood in the -Mi- 
neral Kingdom. Thefe three Mercuries do nct 
indeed differ in vertue , nor che three Sulphurs, 
becaufe every Sulphur hath a power to coagulate 
its own Mercury; atid every Mercury hath a 
power to be coagulated by its own proper Sulphur; 
and by no other that isa ftrangerto it. Now the 
reafon why Gold was found , and generated be- 
twixt the teeth of chedead man is this, becanfe 
in his life cime Mercury was by fome Phyfitian 
conveyed into his infirm body, either by unétiony 
or 
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or by Turbith, or fome other way , asthe cuftom, 
and manner was) and it was the Nacure of Mer- 
cary co goup to the mouth, and through the 
fores thereof to be evacuated ‘withthe Fleem. If 
therefore in time of fuch a curethe fick man dy- 
ed , that Mercury not finding any egrefs, remain- 
ed in his mouth becwixe his ceech , and that car- 
kafs became the na wal veffel of Mercury, fo be- 
ing fhuc up faft for a long time was congealed in- 
to Gold by itsown proper Sulphur , being purify- 
ed by the natural heac of purrefaction , caufed 
by the corrofive Flegm of the Mans body. But 
if Mineral Mercury had not been brought in thi- 
ther, there could Gold never have béen produced 
And chis isa moft cue example, that Nature in 
the bowels of che Earth , doth of Mercury alone 
produce Gold, and Silver, and other Merals, ac- 
cording to the difpofition of the place, or matrix; 
for Mercury hath in its felf its own proper Sul- 
phur, wich which it is coagulated into Gold, un- 
lefs it be hindsed by fomeaccidenc, or hach nora 
requifice heat, or a clofe place. The vertuetheré- 
foreof Animal Sulphur doth nor congeal Mercu- 
ry into Gold , but into Flefth: for if chere were 
fuch a vertuein Man, it would happen to be fo in 
all bodies; which ic doch not. Many fuch Mi- 
racles and accidents fall our, which being not well 
confidered by che Writérs, occafion the Readers 
to fall into errors: yet the honeft fearcher muft 
apply all things tothe poffibiliry of Nature; if 
they do not agree with Nature, they muft be lec 
alone, and waved. 

It fufficeth the diligent Student, that he hath 
here heard what is the Original of the Principles 
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(fince the beginning being unknown, the end is- 
alwayes doubtful) of which we have in this Trea- 
tife not Enigmatically, butascleerly as we could, — 
and as it waslawful for us, {poken unto the fear- 
cherthereof: by means of which, if God fhall 
enlighten any ones mind , he fhall know what a 
fucceflor ows to his predeceffors, feeing this Artis 
always acquired by the fame kind of wits, and 
difpofitions.

For 
itisevident, and proved by daily experience, that 
many good things which are wholefom, and Me- 
dicinable, become after putrefaGion naught, un- 
wholfom, and meer poifon. Soon the contrary, 
there are many bad, unwholfomey poifortous,.and 
hurtful chings , which after their. putrefaction be- 
come good, lofe all their unwholfomnefs, and be- 
come wonderful medicinable : becaule putrefacti- 
on produceth grét'marters, as óf this we have a 
moft famousexample inthe holy Gofpel, where 
Chrift faith : unlefsa grain af Wheat be caft into 
the Eearth , and be. püttified , it cannoc bring 
forth fruit in an hundred fold. Hence alfo we 
muft know , that many things are multiplied in 
putrefaGtion fo as to bring forth excellent fruit. 
Fox pucrefaCtion isthe change , and death of all 
things, and deftruction of the firft effence-of all 
Natural things; whence therearifech a regenera- 
tiony,and new generation a thoufand times ber- 

ter, &c.. d 
Seeing therefore putrefaétion is the firft degree, 
and ftep to generation; icis very neceflary that 
we know putrefaction well. Now there are ma- 
ny kinds of putrefaGtions , and one produceth irs 
generation in another manner, chen doth another, 
One alfo fooner then another. We faid alfo that 
moifture and heat were thefiift degree, and ftep tò 
putrefaction, 
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- pucrefaétiori,, which produceth all things, as a 
Hen doth-her egs. Wherefore through, and in 
putrefaction, all mucilaginous flegm, and mac- 
ter is made living, whatfoevér it prove to beat

wharfoever. Much therefore in thiscafe depends 
upon che knowingof the Enemy of all Natural 
Things. For who ean take heed of danger when 
he doth not know what can hare him ? Truly no 
body ; Wherefore ic is neceflary to know ones 
Enemy , for chere are many forts of Enemies. 
Wherefore ic is as neceflary to know evil Things as

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` good Things: For who can know what is good, . 
withoutthe knowing of whac is evil? Truly no 
body. Sono man can know whata bleffing health 
is, that was never fick. Who knowswhat joy is, 
that was never heavy , or fad?

thing of the Deyil 2. Wherefore when God 
made known to us the Enemy of our Soul, viz. 
the Devil, h& alfo fignified tous the Enemy of our 
pot isthe Lite, viz.

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In preferving of Metals, their Enemies are firft to 
be known, that fo much the better they may be 
preferved from harm. The chiefeft Enemies of 
Metals are all (harp corroding Waters; all corro- 
five things, all Sales, crude Sulphur, Antimony, 
and Mercury. But that you may know particu- 
larly how they fhow their enmity, it isthus. Sharp 
Waters, and fuch Things as are corrofive, and 
Salts fhew theirenmicy, in that they mortifie, dil- 
folve, calcine, corrupt Metals, and reduce them to 
nothing, 

Crude Sulphur fhews its enmity in the fume 
thereof : for by ics fume it rakes away from Cop- 


- per its colour , and rednefs, and makes it white. 


From white Merals, as Silver, Tin, Lead, and I- 
ron it takes away the whitenefs , and makes them 
red, and yellowifh. From Gold it cakes away 
that fair amiable yellownefs, and golden colour, 
and makes it black, and {o foul, that nothing can 


be more foul. 


Antimony fhews its enmity in this, in that all 
Metals with which itis melted, or mixed, it fpoils, 
carryeth away, and preysupon, and alfo not un- 
like to Sulphur, by its fame ittakes away from 
Metals their trye, and natural colour, and brings 
in another, 

Quick-filver doth deftroy Metals upon this ac- 
compt , in that it enters into Metals, with which 
it is joined, and diffolvesthem, {oas thatit makes 
an Amalgama of them; Wherefore the fume 
thereof, which we call common Mercury, makes 
all Metals brittle , thar they cannot be malleated, 
and calcines them, alfo it makes all red Metals of 
a golden colour , to be whites but ic is the pr

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eft Enemy of allto Iron, and Steel; for if‘come 
mon Mercury do bur touch a barr of Iron, “or 
Steel , or that be but {meared over with Mercurial 
oyl ; “tharbar will afcerward be broken like glafs, 
and be bowed; 3 which indeed isa great fecrer, and 
deferves co be keprexceedinglofes ‘In like man- 
ner muft che Loadftone be kept from Mercury, for 
the like enmity it thewstothat as to Iron.

For look upon Mercury , 
crude Sulphur, andcrude Antimony, as chey are 
taken ouc of their Mines, $ e, whilft chey are 
living, and fee whac little vertue chere isin them, 
how flowly they puce forth their vercues, yea they 
do more hure than good, and are rather Poifon 
thana Medicine. Bat if through che induftry of 
a skilful Alchymift, they be corrupted in their 
firft f{ubf{tance, and wifely prepared (viz. if Mer- 
cury be coagulaced, precipitated, fublimed, diffol- 
vedjand turned intoan Oyl; if Sulphur be fub- 
limed, calcined, reverberated, and turned into an 
Oyl; alfo if Antimony be fublimed, calcined and 
reverberaced, and curned into Oyl) you thall fee 
how ufeful they are, how much ftrengch and ver- 
tue they have, and how quickly they puce forth, 
and fhew their efficacy, which no man is able to 
{peak enough in che commendation of, or to de- 
tribe.

So amongft cramfmured merals, the firft is 
pare with parr, then Ath coloured Lead, then 
Laton, then Brafs of Caldrons, then red) and 
the neweft white. Although for che firft courfe 
Mercury may cake no more then one meral, with 
which icis amalgamated : yet that Amalgama is 
to be {trained hard through Leather, or Cotton 
cloath. For by this means nothing bur the Quick- 
filver will pafs through the Leather, or Cloath: 
and thar mecal which ic did accraét remains in che 
Leather, cr Cloth like Calx, which afterwards 
thou maift with fale Alcali, or fome other falc re- 
duce intoa merallin body by melting. 

Now by this Art Quick-filver is much fooner 
feparated from all manner of Merals than by Di- 
{tillation, ec. 

By this procefs with Mercury all Metals may 
after calcination and powdering be by a skilful 
and induftricus Akhymift extracted and {epara- 
ced one from the other. 

In che fame manner, and that eafily) may Tin 
and Lead be feparated from Copper, or Copper 
veflels,from Iron and Steel overlaid with Tin with- 
out any fire or water, by the Amalgama of Quick- 
filver alone. 

Alfo beaten Gold, or Leaf-Gold, or Silver, as 
alfoany other Mecal beaten, or ground, being 
sericcen, or laid over with a Pencil or Quill upon 
Cloth, Parchment, Paper, Leather, Wood, Stones,

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or any thing elfe, may be refolved by Quick-filver, 
and fo, thac the Qaick-filver may be afterward fe- 
parated again from thofe Metals. 

Now the feparation of Metals in 4922 fortis, 
Aqua Regis, and like corrofive Waters, is after this 
manner. | 

Leta Meral tharis mixed and joined with ano- 
ther be taken and beaten into thin places, or 
brought into powder. Put ic into afeparating vel- 
fel and pour upon it common Aqsa fortis as much 
as is fufficienr, lec them ftand and be macerated, 
until all che Metal be refolved into a cleer water. If 
it be Silver, and contain any Geld in ir, all che Sil- 
ver will be refolved into water, and che Gold will 
alfo be calcined, and feele in the bottom like black 
Sand.

Aqua fortis is done after this manner, Lec theCop- 
per wh:ch contains Silver or che Silver which con- 
tains Copper be Lrought to thin plates or powder, 
and put into a Glals veffel, upon which pour as 
much common 4942 forsisas is fufacients and by 
this means the Silver will be calcined, and fetele 
tothe borcom like white chalk : buc-the Copper 
willbe diffolved, and’ turned into a cleer water.

Now the feparation of hid Gold from any Me- 
tal is by the degree of Extraction in Agua.Regis. 
For this kind of water will atcemrt to diflolve no 
Metal; but only pure, fine Gold, e&c. 

The fame Aqua Regis doth feparate alfo fine 
Gold from gilded Plate. For if thac be wafhed o-. 
ver with ic, the Gold will be feparated from it,@e. 

Moreover alfo with Cement by the degree of By the de- 
Reverberation two Metals mixed together may be Bee Cael 
feparated the one from the other, buc cfpecially if 
they are not in the like degree of Fixation, as Tron 
and Copper. For that Metal which is buc Liette 
fixed, as Tin and Lead, is all of it confumed by the 
dere of Reverberttibty in Cement. For by how. 
much the morea Metal is fixed, fo much the lefs 
is it confumed by Cement. 

You muft know therefore that fine Gold is che 
moft fixt and ‘perfect Metal, which can be deftroy- 
ed or confumed by no Cement,’ N ext co chisis fine 
Silver. -If chen Gold and Silver be mixed together 
in one body, which is wont to be called’ part with, 
part, or if Silver contain Gold, or Gold Silver: I 
fay, thefe being thus mixt , if they be reverberated 
into Cement, then the Gold remains entire, and 
noc at all injured , bur the Silver is confumed by 
the Cement, and fois excracted from fine Gold :

things out of which Metals grow, and are generated 
asare the three Principles, Mercury, Sulphur and

` Whofoever therefore defires to bufie himfelf a- 
bout the getting of the firft being of any fuch bo- 
dy,.or co feparate ir, muft of necefity have much 
experi- 
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experience and knowledg in the Art of Alchymy. 

For if he fhall not diligently and skilfully work 
in Alchimy, he fhall accemprt many things in vain, 
and accom plith nothing, 

But after what manner the fiQ being is to be 
feparared out of any mineral, isfuficiently explai- 
ned inzhe Book called Archidexis, and need not 
here cedioufly be repeared. 

But as concerning the feparation of minerals, 
you muft nore, thar many of them are to be fepa- 
rated by the degree of Sublimation, as fixed from 
thofe which are not fixed, fpiritual and volatile 
bodies from fixt bodies , and fo accordingly of all 
the members, as is declared concerning metals. 

For of all minerals there is one and che like procefs 


through all degrees, as che Arc of Alchymy teach- 
eth, Gc.

But Liquors are not feparated in Diftillation as 

Waters, or Oyls, büt are expreffed from their cor- 
poreal fubftances wich a Prefs. 
_ And here we muft know, that there are fome 
Oyls that are preffed out, and feparated after che 
fame manner, by a Prefs as Liquorsare, and that 
for this reafon, becaufe they fhould not contra 
an ill odour from the Fire , as otherwife they 
would do.

Soallo 
you may know them that deny the Chriftian Ree 
ligion by a crofs burnt in che foles of cheir feet, 
becaufe viz. they have denyed their Redeemer. 
But that palling by thefe we may proceed to 
e monftrous figns of Malignants afcending, you 
ult know, that all monftrous figns donor arife 
rom an Afcendentonly, but oftentimes alfo from 
the ftars of Mens minds, which continually and 
every moment afcend, and delcend with che fancy, 
eftimation, or imagination, no otherwife chenin 
the fuperiour firmamen. Hence either from 
fear, or cerrour of breeding Women, many men- 
{térs, or children marked wich monftrous figns in 
thewomb, are born. The primary caufe of snele
